Before the street was filled in peo- 
ple traveled the thoroughfare on a 
sidewalk that was from eight to ten 
feet high, with an iron raiiing for 
protection. In order to enter a^i front 
door, it was necessary to descend a 
steep flight of stairs. ^

We give herewith a statemeot of 
the Dumber aod situation of the 
houses and buildiugs m Ehe village 
of Rutkod iu February, 1790, eighty 
years ago. There were then but 
twenty- two build iugs namely ^ 

Hasi Side of the Street — A house 
occupied by Judge Samuel Williams 
(ooe of the original proprietors of 
the Hekald), situated between the 
present houses occupied by Col. 
i George A. Merrill iiud Mrs, Aiken, 
on a part of the lot now owned by 
Mrs. Aiken ; the hatter's sbop of 
James D. Butler, on the same lot 
now occupied by J. M. Haven ; be- 
tween there and the store now occu- 
pied by G. H. & H. W. Cheney 
were four houses, one ocuqpied as a 
tavern, a store of John Prentiss, 
an unoccupied store and the resi- 
dence of Joim A, Graham; an un- 
finished house on the lot where 
Cheney's store now is, (which was 
subsequently moved below the 
house now occupied by Francis 
Fenn on West street) ; IS'iithaniel 
Chipman occupied a house on the 
Franklin House lot ; a house where 
J. A, Kilhurn now resides ; the 
Whelock house, which was on the 
lot next south of the old Huntoon 
tavern ; below that was a house oc- 
cupied by Judge Joseph Bowker, 
and ft house built by Nathen Osgood 
for a house and store. 

West of Main Street—The old 
red house then occupied by David 
Tuttle (being just south of Mrs. 
Strong's residence.) The next 
building north was the frame of a 
house situated ou the northeast cor- 
ner of the Park, which was after- 
wards moved to the north side of 
West street and occupied by Alan- 
son Dyer for a hotel, and was burued 
in 1856. West of this.and 

Sotdk of West Street was a house 
owned bv Nathan Osgood, then a 
shop and a house occupied by Wil- 
liam Storer; where Ira Fisher now 
lives was a house now occupied by 
Thomas Hale. 

North of West Street— The Jail, 
bniit of logs, back of the road and 
on or near where William Browu 
had a barn for many years ; ttie 
Court House (sometimes called the 
State House,) which is now stand- 
ing and is in the same situation, be- 
ing the first building west of the 
'•Free Christain Chapel ;" next a 
house occupied by John Prentiss, 
and lastly a house on the corner of 
West and Main streets, aud occu- 
pied by Capt. Nathaniel Gove for a 
tavern. — SeraM.

Tile Corikcr Stone Laid, Tf esterday Aftep- 

The corner stone of the Christian 
]'3adeavor ehnpol at Mill Village was 
laid, yesterday with appropriate scr- j 
vices, iu charge ol lie v. Dr. G, "W. j 
Fhillipa ot the Congregational church, \ 
The weather ivas fair and the attend- ' 
auce was large. 

The chapel has been long needed in 
this corner of the town of Kutland and 
tlie reaidects take a healthy pride in the 
structure. Six years ago the Mill Vil- 
lage Christian Endeavor society was or- 
ganised aud held weekly meetings in the 
school house. A chapter of the King's 
Daughters was organized in tlie same 
neighborhood and. showed a good deal of 
vigor in its line of work. The needs 
of a buildiug as headquarters for 
Christian woric in this locality 
were soon seen, aud plans were 
begun early lookiug to the erection of a 
chapel to serve such a purpose, Funds 
were raised in various ways until the 
amount justified the building of the 
chapel, which was begun a few weeks 
ago. The site, at the fork of the Pitts- 
ford and Chittenden roads, was the gift' 
of Edgar Davis. The main buildiug, 
when completed, will he 'i'l by 3-t feet 
and the annex IG by 24 feet. The rooms 
in the two parts are arranged so that 
they can be thrown together when nec- 
essary. The chapel will comfortably 
seat 175 persons. The prudential com- 
mittee, %vhich has largely to do with the 
buildiug of the structure, is made up of 
G. A. Davis, M. L. Thomas, F. L. Bee- 
be, E. F. Eussell, C. A. Perkins and 
A. B. Engrem. 

The corner stone is of dark Columbian 
marble aud is the gift of Xloctwood Bar- 
rett. The linishing and lettering was 
the contribution of VV. R. Kinsman. On 
the finished face , of the stone 
is a Maltese cross bearing the letters 
"I. H. i^r." The letters stand for "In 
His Kamb," which is the motto of the 
King's Daughters. The stone also bears 
the inscription "Y. P. S. C, E, Chapei, 
Erected ISyC." According to custom 
several papers, etc., were placed in the 
stone. These were the Bible, a list of 
the present members of the society and 
thQ King's Daughters, a copy of the 
"Model Constitution of Christian En- 
deavor" and a copy of the current uura- 
ber of TuE KuTLAN'j> Dmlv llEitAi.D: 



The service opened with a hymn, after 
whieli Kev. Dr. Phillips made the fol- 
lowing preliminary statement : — 

"Fellow Workers of the I'nited Cliris- 
tiau Endeavor — The day and service 
are the fullillment of long anticipation. 
The building of this chapel, tlio corner 
Stone of which we are uow to lay, is the 
visible sign of the divine favor toward 
the people of this neighborhood aud the 
seal of a fellowship in Christian work for 
which all Christian hearts .must be truly 
thankful. The chapel was not in your 

thoughts wheu the Christian Endeavor i 
society was organized here, but it has 
become an admitted necessity growing 
out of that ofgauiKation. The little seed 
that was thus planted years ago, and 
which you have watched and tended 
with real fidelity, has in it, 1 believe, tlio 
promise and potency of a church of 
Jesus Christ. The church will be .an 
aftergrowth, but if you are true to that 
spirit of union in Christ wliich has 
marked this enterprise from the begin- 
nig there can arise uo serious difference 
among you to imperil the birth and 
building of the church on primitive 
Chris tixiu lines. Nothing else, next to 
your loyalty to Christ, is of so much 
importance to you aud this enterprise as 
to keep together. If you are 
true to your purpose shown you •will 
fear nothing so much as any watchword 
to which all Christians may not heartily 
respond. One book, the Holy Bible, is 
thp standard of teaching for which this 
building ought to stand." 

The corner stone was then laid witli a 
service prepared for the occasion. 

In the course of the service, which 
was most impressive, Kev. Dr. Phillips 
pronounced the sciitence of the corner 
stone, hymns were sung and addresses 
delivered. 

It is expected that the building will 
be completed iu early fall.

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Friends of Wilsbfi 
Castle . f

If you turn on the West Proctor Road from 
Business Route 4 and travel a few miles you 
will come upon one of the area's forgotten 
treasures, the Wilson Castle, A large true 
English castle that sits on 115 acres of land 
with numerous out buildings on both sides 
of the road. At one point in time one of the 
out buildings housed Rutiand's only other 
AM radio station 
WHWB. Turnup 
the dirt driveway 
towards the castle 
and explore our 
area's only true 
English castle. 
After parking the 
car and walking 
up the driveway 
you may begin to 

to ask yourself why an 
English castle and why here 
in Vermont? 

On the guided tour 
one is enlightened about the 
history and the many objects 
of art that are housed in this 
large beautiful building. The 
history of the castie begins 
like one would expect, like a 
faity tale. Once upon a time, 
a young Vermonter, named 
Johnson went abroad to study 
medicine and met and fell in 
love with a true English noble 
lady. Dr. Johnson wanted to 
pracdce medicine in Vermont 
and Lady Johnson agreed to 
move providing that he build 
her a true English castle (one 
that has turrets and parapets). 
In 1867 ground was broken for 
the construction of "Johnson's 
Castle", after seven and half 
years of construction the 
Johnsons were able to move 
in. But as with all love stories 
there comes a deepening plot. 
Lady Johnson went back to 
England with her chiid and left 
Dr. Johnson alone in the castle. 
Dr. Johnson sold the casfle and 
the property had four different 
owners until 1939 when Col. 
Herbert L Wilson purchased 
the property. 



pne may expect that 
the casde is what drew Col. 
Wilson to Proctor, Vermont. 
One would be wrong. Col 
Wilson was drawn to the 
property for the bams that were 
near a swamp. Col. Wilson was 
a radio station owner and knew 
that the ground was conducive 
for radio station towers. The 
casde was a bonus for Mrs. 
Wdson. The Wilsons used the 
castle for a summer home and 
then moved in year-round in the 
40's. Col and Mrs. Wilson were 
world travelers and collectors 
of art. This is very evident 
when you walk into the French 
drawing room and see the 
Louis 14th table with a stamte 
of "Helena" done in bronze and 
Venetian marble. The statue 
was an award winner in a Paris 
art show. 

While in this room 
you also see a hand painted 

window of a scene .of a typical 
day on the River Thames, this 
painting is surrounded by semi 
precious opals. The Castle 
has five rooms of furnishings 
from the Johnsons with the 
rest of the items collected by 
the Wilsons, Visitors travel 
through the rooms, which 
include the drawing room, the 
library, music room, Italian 
renaissance dining room, the 
art gallery, the grand hall with 
stair case and four bedrooms. 
Fire code prevents showing 
the third floor that contains 
four bedrooms and the grand 
ballroom (which for heating 
purposes was on the top floor). 

The castle was 
passed down to Bunny Davine, 
Col Wilson's daughter, in the 
early 80s and she placed the 
castle in a 501(B)3 trust for 
future generations to enjoy. 
The current trustee of the castle 
is Denise Davine, Bunny's 
daughter. 



:ui|^iiately with 
all large properties come major 
expenses for maintenance. The 
castle is no exception. While 
on tour one sees the painting 
that needs to be restored on 
the ceilings , the brickwork that 
needs to be re-pointed and the 
grounds work that needs to be 
done. One does not see the 
major restoration needed in 
the floor joists, the plumbing, 
wiring and heating system 
upgrades that need to occur. 
The trust cannot operate alone 
on this matter, so the "Friends 
of Wilson Castle" organization 
was formed. Terry Cavacas, 
Linda Holzworth and Dominic 
Gorruso got together to form 
a group of people, much like 
the "Friends of Hildene" to do 
a massive capital campaign to 
raise funds to restore the casde 
and to help promote the casde 
for those who have forgotten 
about it. 

The group's first 
order is to shore up the casde 's 
floors. Dehumidifiers are on 
loan from Service Master to 
help take out the moisture in the 
basement. Crews of students 
from Fair Haven Union High 
School and members of the 



Rami]^^'S)tbal^am ^ 
been busy clearing out the cellar 
and attic. Once the moisture is 
under control, efforts will be, 
made to replace floor joists 
and beams in the basement. 
The next area to focus on is 
the heating plant. There are ' 
numerous groups who want 
to use the castie in cooler 
weather, but the present heating 
system prevents this from 
occurring. Plumbing, wiring, 
brickwork and finally painting 
all need to be accomplished. 
But unfortunately these are all , 
costly endeavors. This is where 
the "Friends of the CasUe" 

needs your help. 

The group is looking for 
people to join to help raise the 
necessary funds to restore the 
casde to where it once was. 
People can join the group 
to work on fundraisers, to 
help work on the castle such 
as cleaning, plumbing and 
heating and to help promote 
it to increase revenue through

TYail cabin, to he known as "Camp

Two new cabins have been built 
by the Green Mountain club near 
Long Trail lodge at Sherburne pass. 
One is a few feet northwest of the 
main lodge, on the site of Cnder- 
cliff, which was destroyed by fire a 
few weeks ago. It follows the rus- 
tic style of the razed building, 
stones and lc%s from the surround- 
ing forests having played a large 
part in its construction. 

The other cabin, which is a mem- 
orial to John N. Woodfin of this 
city and was built by funds provided 
by Mr. and Mrs. Franit D. White of 
Washington street, stands just north 
of the new Underoliff, down a slight 
slope. It, too, is rustic as to general 
surroundings and furnishings. The 
cabin is equipped with a fireplace, 
bedsteads made from logs with the 
bark on and tables fashioned from 
forest material. Some of the rocks 
of the mountain-side, covered with 
ferns and moss, serve as one of the 
aide walls. 

The cabins were built by Paul W. 
Thayer of Wallingford, architect of 
the lodge.

Fii'tt Discovered by Woman.

Theories advanced as to the ca-use 
of the fire are that it may have re- 
sulted from defective wiring, or that 
it may have been caused by an oil 
stove or an electric toaster in the 
event that either of the latter waa 
accidentally left hurning foUoiffing 
a meeting of the Dana Parent- 
Teachers' Association yesterday af- 
ternoon.

proval cl some aldermen.' 

The city cannot convey a monop- 
oly, as the state may in the 'case ol 
a railroad company. But, by utilizing 
the maximum of authority existing 
Lnder the city charter, the Licensa 
Commission can in effect control tha 
Bttuation to the extent ot making 
reasonably certain that the city will 
be served by responsible persona 
w'nose privileges will he sufficientlj 
near a monopoly to insure them rea- 
sonable compensation for maintain- 
ing adequate service. 

So far as the line from Rutland to 
Wesit 'Rutland is concerned the pres- 
ent negotiations are not designed ia 
any way to affect the situation. Thfl 
Town of West Rutland and ths 
Town of Rutland have counsel in .tha 
case and may take action. 

Governor Proctor likewise has em- 
ployed Allen Sturtevant of Middle- 
bury as special counsel to protect 
the interests of the state. Sturtevant 
may act, although there is no indica- 
tion that he proposes yet to do any- 
thing.

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Large Cavern In 
Clarendon Sought 

A. G. Goolidge Finds Men- 
tion of Cave in Geog- 
raphy of 1818, 



The Town of Clarendon has a 
large cave, its existence seemingly 
unknown to the puiblic. Jiention or 
the cave in a geography published 
|tn--lS18 has been iroied by A. G. 
I Coolidge of Kingsley Avenue. 
' "iNever having heard of -thiB 
leave," said Mr. Coolidge today, "I 

! assume that there may be others of 
your readers who have not. I aiji 
t sure if there are such that . they as 
; well as I will appreciate any further 
information, as to the location, and- 
so-forth." 

Description of Cave. 
The geography's reference to the 
cave follows:— 

"In the Town of Clarendon on tbe 
side of a hill is a curious cave. The 
chasm, at its entrance, is about four 
feet in circumference. Entering this, 
you descend 104 feet and then opens 
a spacious room, 20 feet in breadth 
and loo feet in length; the roof of 
tMs cavern is of rock, through 
which the water is continually per- 
colating. 

"The stalactites which hang from 
the roof appear like icicles on the 
eaves of [houses and are continually 
increasing in number and magni- 
tude. The bottom and sides of this 
subterraneous hall are tables, 
chairs, etc., which appear to IiaTe 
■been artificially carved. 

"This richly ornamented room, 
when illuminated with th« candles 
of the guides, has an enchanting ef- 
fect] upon the eye of the spectator, 1 

"At the end of the cave is a cireu- [ 
lar hole 1:5 feet deep, apparently 
hewn out in a conical form, enlarg- 
ing gradually as you descend, in 
form of a Bugarloaf. At t!he 'bottom 
is a spritig of fresh water in con- 
tinual motion like the Iboiling of a 
pot. Its depth has nerer Ibeen-

President Prouse said tiiat 
the reason h<i paid off ths team 
last Frii-,v e^eiimg was t'a^t he 
could 3*4 roJliJn'j before hi a 
but a icbxif Jrrm 1150 to $'2'H> 
per day, if he continued. 
Ail Debts Paid. 
President Prouse says that 
tlie Rutland County Athletic 
Association will not owe a sin- 
gle cent, that he personally 
had raised ?2000 in the past 
■week to pay up the salaries and 
indebtedness incurred hy the 
association. 

Prouse says there are still 
about 120 shares of stock with 
a value of $12 00 that have 
been subscribed but not paid 
for. The matter of collecting 
for this stock will be left to the 
Board of Directors of the Asso- 
ciation which will hold a special 
meeting some day Kiis week. 

Prouse says that the greater 
part of the stock subscription 
money was used before the sea- 
son started in tlie establishment 
of a baseball park at an esti- 
mated cost of $3100, purchase

The e.xamplea given above are on 
some of the best property in thtf 
city. The Increase is rent per month 
on property No. 1 for each tenant 
would be less than forty cents a 
month; on properety No. 2 the in- 
crease would be a little over twenty 
cents per mo'nth; on properly No. 3 
the iitucr ease would be just forty 
cents a month. 

It would appear that no landlord 
would be justified in raising rent anj

BEAUTIFULGARDEN 

Raises Own Lemons and Or- 
anges; H£^ Marvelous 
Display of Flowers. 



Herman W. Vaughan of this city 
is planning soon to serve to liis 
gU^ts lemonade made from lemons 
raised on his own place on Grove 
Street. 

Among his countless ■ foreign and 
native fruits, vegetahles, flowers and 
trees, Mr. Vaughan lias several or- 
ange and lemon trees on wliich the 
fruit Is almost mature. These trees 
are growing in a hotbed hordering 
bla vegetable garden. 

Although they are now much tal- 
ler than the'top of the enclosure, so 
that they cannot be protected by th( 
glass covering in colder weathea', 
they are still thriving and continue 
to bear fruit in the Summer, 

The lay-out. of ' his beautiful 
grounds and the kinds and varieties 
of his fruits and flowers would re- 
(jnire a volume to cover completely, 
oven in a bj-ief manner! The best 
that can be done is to pick out some 
Of the more striking items, 

Mr. Vaughan laid out his grounds 
himself. He had originally hired a 
landscape architect to do the work. 
After a week, the plans" were pre- 
sented, but proved unsatisfactory to 
the owner. He scrapped the plan? 
I and did the work himself. His gar- 
i uens are Mr. Vaughan's chief hobby 
I and he spends much titne with hit 
'i flowers; As he was showing the' re 
i porter around his place yesterday af- 
I ttrnoon, he showed his keen interes' 
;fcl' frequently stooping dow^n lo re 
move some tiny weed growing at thi 
roots of a choice flower. 
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Varieties of Flowei's. | 
Among his flowers, might be men | 
tioned tea roses, castor • oil plants,, j 
geraniums, petunias, various lilie? j 
! ball thistle, maid-in-the-mist, dahl- 
ias, French eannaa and pansies, to 
say nothing of a greenhouse contain- 
ing coleus, the. rare gloxinia, sevefal 
varieties of orchids, tuberous begon 
las and about 150 chrysanLhemun/ 
plants about four feet high. Thert, 
is also the tropical bourgainviUi; 
vine of southern Florida, whlcti dis- 
plays its delicate lavender biossomr 
three times a year. 

Perhaps the most grotesque of tb' 
lot are the century plants, of whlc' 
he has about half a dozen on his 
, grounds. With' their tremendous 
l| thick leaves of dark green with 
j thorns on the edges, they bring with' 
I them something of the atmosphsrf 
Of their native Mexican desert, ThB7 
are in large wooden pots, which 'ar 
j removed to shelter in the Winter 
These plantse are said to blossbn 
pnco in 100 years. As they are now 
■I fibout 20 years oUl, they will be in 
I full bloom for the first time in 200li 
1 A. D. 

Elepiliant Ears. 

Another one of the more curlou? 
plants is the elephant ears, which 
border the lily pool. These plants 
have leaves about 24 by 24 inches; 
shaped almost exactly like the ear oj 
an Indian elephant. 

Among the trees, there are tb 
mountain ash with its red berries 
hirch, cut- leaf maple from Norway, 
the rare imported blue spruce, tbr 
Austrian pine with needle three 
times as long as the ordinary, the 
concolor and a weeping mulberry 
whose branches grow down instead 
of up. Mr, Vaughan had a stone 
pine, of which tree there is only one 
other in the State of Vermont. Fo 
fruit trees, he has cherries, plums 
and an apple orch ard ^ 



The shrubUery arid hedges border 
ing the flower beds are of brida' { 
wreath, roses, hydrangeas, sniroa, i 
tldcrberry, lilac, Japanese barberry!

FIELD RELATES HISTORY] 
GF RUTLAND POSTOFFICE^ 

Year's Receipts Have Advanced From ^S37.67 to More 
Than $100,000; Prospects Are Bright for 
New Building. 



The history of the Post Office in 
Rutland and of the United States in 
general was the subject of Fred A. 
Field's talk before the Exchange 
Club this noon at the Berwick Hotel, 

In 1792; said Mr, Field, Frederick 
Hill was appointed the lirst post- 
master of Rutland. It was in ISIO, 
that the first post Office was estah- 
liahed In the red store on Main 
Street, with W. D. Smith as post- 
master. In 1836, the offiee was 
moved to the County Court House 
and T. J. Ormsbee was postmaster. 

The post office was again moved, 
in 1841, to the book store on ths 
site of Mrs. Ella Hollister's house on 
Center Street. At this time, Jesse 
Gove was postmaster. Soon after 
this, It was again moved to the Town 
Hall, which was on the site of F. D. 
White's garden on Washington 
Street and John Cain wag postmas- 
ter. 

The Federal Building on Center 
Street housed the office in 1857 and 
in .1889, Station A was established 
in the north half of J, C, Dunn's 
"itore and remained there until 
noved to its present place, 

"The prospects are now very 
"irlght for a new building in the near 
future,'' said Mr, Field, "thanks to 
Congressman Brigham." 

Advance of Receipts, 

During the first year of the post 
office in Rutland, the receipts 
amounted to ? 37.67. In the last 
year, they were oyer flOO,000. In 
1886, the Rutland free delivery was 



established 'with six carriers. There 
are now 15. 

From I'/ll to 1775. the post office 
Of the Colonies, he said, was mis- 
managed by tile English postmaster 
general here, rhe first of these was 
Thomas Neal, who lived in Virginia, 
The mail was, for the most part, en- 
trusted, to ship managers, who left 
the letters at coffee houses. 

iBenjamin Franklin was the first 
American postmaster general. In hi'! J 
time, it cost from six to 25 eentst to| 
SCTd a letter. There wer^j only 75 
post offices in the country and YuOTj,} 
miles of mail routes. The mail wasl 
carried by stage or post carriages at 
a rate of a miles an hour. The reg- 
ular mail trains now rnn at 4 0 miles 
■per hour, an,d the airpiano' is coming 
to occupy a vary important place In 
the uostal system. The salaries, of 
postmasters now range from $1.02 a 
year up to JSOOO. 

Register System. 

In 1865, the re^stry system was 
esitablished. Just a few years ago, 
120,000,000 in gold wa,s shipped 
aerofts the continent by the United 
States Post Office, the largest ship- 



ment of registered mail ever known. 



Stamps were adopted in. 1847 inj 
this country and sold for five and tenj 
cents, Brattleboro, however, beat thei 
United States by getting out a stamp 
of its own in 184G. 

Vermont had its own postal sys- 
tem, in 1784 with , Anthony Haswel!

Ground was brokea this morningi 
by the Rowe Construction Company 
of Woodsville, N. H., for the erection 
of the new $200,000 addition to the 
Mount St, Joseph's Convent, Tho 
contract was awarded to the com- 
pany last week. It is expected that 
a good portion of the excavation 
work will be completed this Summer, 

A superintendent of the cotistruc- 
tion company arrived here today to 
take charge of the work and it is 
expected that at the start about 30 
men will be employed. 

The building, which will be three 
stories high, ot brick construction on 
a concrete foundation, with marble 
trimmings, will be for the young 
women students of Mount St, Jos- 
eph's Academy. 

It will be located just east ■of 
the present main Convent building 
and will be connected by a specially 
designed archway. The plans were 
drawn by a New York architect. 

The Sisters or St. Joseph already 
have a large building fund and the 
members of the three Catholic 
churches plan to hold an outdoor 
lawn festival at St, iPeter's Field 
August and a bazaar in Qctober at j 
the Armory to add to the fund.

The old covered bridge, which 
efrossea 'Otter Creek on West Street, 
1b now undergoing extensive repairs 
by the Depart.nent of Public Works 
to preserve its usefulness a numl)er 
ot years longer.

Rutland Once Had 
Whipping Post in 
Village Square 

Ths history of the city oC Rutland, 
from the tirne it Tvas a, main point 
oa the old Indian route, and Otter 
creek, the Indian highway, to the 
present, was outlined by Attorney 
Miltord K, Smith in a talk given at a 
luncheon o£ the Itnlland 7>onta dub 
yesterday noon at the Hotel Berwick: 

The speaker eurprised some of his 
auditory with the statement that 
Kutland once had a whipping post. 

The speaker, referred to Capfain 
Cross, Rutland's first white settler, 
30 or 40 years befora the Revolution, 
and the Crown Point military road, 
now Main street. 

He explained that Rutland was 
divided jnto the East parish, along 
Main street, and £h© West parish, 
along Otter creek to Center Rutland. 
The first two roads were Main street 
and West street. The stretch from 
Merchants Row to Otter creek was 
a swamp. As the town grew, Rut- 
land Itnally possessed a court house, 
church and several houses; also a 
'federal square,' where Main street 
ifi now located. 

"Near the old court house stood 
the town whipping, post. Families 
often brought their lunches and 
watched the unfortunate victims of 
the lash.'- The last public whipping 
took place in ISOS, Rutland was the 
capital of Vermont and the first legis- 
lative gathering was teld here. "The 
first state house -vv-as on the site on 
West street where the home of Dr. 
A. H, Belleroso is located," Smith 
said.

Prom a poor boy in. Rutland to | 
Secretary of State of New Jersey. 
This was the life of Thomas F. Mar- ! 
tin, who died last Tuesoij at his 
home in Weehaulten, N. J. He was 
also owner of the Hudson City Dis-

Mr. Martin was born in Hartford. 
Conn., ''on January 30, 186S an(. 
came to Rutland when a small boy 
vlils school education was rather 
scanty, 'as lie left and went to work, 
in the printing business at the age 
of about 15. 

■ In 1890, he ttnd Timothy Sweeney 
of this city started the Evening 
"News with Mr, Martin as editor. 
This paper was published where the 
Smith Wall Paper Company now Is 
on Center Street.

what over 25 years ago, Mr, Martin 
left Rutland with almost nothing. 

Undaunted, he got a' job as a print- 
er on the Hudson Dispatch of Union 
City, N. J., and, in about three years' 
time, woriied himself up to the posi- 
tion of owner of the paper. In the 
meantime he developed it from 3 
weekly to a daily paper. 

In 1910, he was elected to the 
legislature, where he served fohr 
terms. He was then appointed Sec- 
retary of State by Gov. Fielder, and 
was reappointed twice, having, Itl 
all, three successive five-year terms. 

He is survived by his wife, 'formeif- 
ly Miss Margaret Brennan of this 
city, a son and two daughters.

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POWER SAWS FIRST USED IN 

MARBLE INDUSTRY IN 1825 



But Poor Transportation Soon Resulted in the Closing 
of the Mills; They Rotted Away 
In Idleness! 



■ Yesterday in the first of a series ot 
unusually interesting articles on the 
history of the marble Industry In 
Rutland County. It was narrated how 
Enos Clark, back in the later part of 
the Eighteenth Century, began work- 
ing the first deposits ol the valuable 
etone that were found in Vermont. 
All of the work at that time was done 
by hand and the progress that the 
industry made during the ensuing 
50 years was slow. Then came flie 
advent -of power machinery and ths 
beginning of a new era in the history 
of Vermont marble. This article 
picks up the story at that point and 
carries it down through the Nine- 
teenth Century. i .. ' 



It was in 1825, about 100 years 
ago, that General Clark, who had 
several years before purchased the 
Salisbury Quarry, Introduced the use 
of power into what -was destined to 
be, although It was undreamed of 
then, the chief Industry of this sec- 
tion of Vermont, A mill waa built at 
Tinmouth and there water power, ob- 
tained from a large spring on^n ele- 
vation, propelled two gang saws and 
a whip saw. For 15 years the bus- 
iness of sawing and selling marble 
was carried on from this mill, hut in 
1840"ft was' found to have been a 
very unsuccessful enterprise and It 
was abandoned. 

Haiilag© Was Too lEx pensive. 
In 1^3 Marcus StoddardI bniU a 
mill at' Mlddletown. It was located 
about two miles west of the old 
Andrus' Quarry and it contained ona 
gang of saws and one whip saw. Pro- 
curing blocks of stone from Tin- 
mouth and^hauling the sawed marble 
to the canal, so crippled the ent«r- 



, prise that it soon broke down and 
the min waa suffered lo d^cay in 
idleness, a striking memorial to the 

' wants of this part of the country In 

the middle of the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury. 

This was the second time la the 
Bhort historj- of the industry that fi- 
nancial failure and Inability to make 
quarrying and milling of marble pay 
a fair return had given the develop- 
ment of the industry a s^t-back. And 
there were more set-backs to come. 
Shipped By Canal, 

The marble that was obtained 
from the Tinmouth Quarry at that 
time was sold principally In Central 
New York. Some found its way 
through the Champlain and Erie 
Canals and thence by the lakes as 
far west as Detroit and Ann Arbor, 
Mich, The moat convenient point of 
shipment wan the Comstock Landing 
on the Champlain Canal. The prob- 
lems of transporting the material 
from this point on, were compara- 
tively slight, but the real job was 
getting the marble to the Comstock 
Landing. Inability to do this and 
still show a profit has been given as 
the reason for the early financial 
failures. 

So far It has been revealed Iiow 
the lack of power maehiiiery and lat- 
er the inck of transportation facili- 
ties arose as stumblin- blocks in ' 
the marclG industry. The -ack of 
proper financial bacl;inp; cn.me a" the 
next obstacle In the day of those 
who would make Vermont a maT-M- 
center. Just what set-backs resulted 
from this bugaboo and how they were 
finally hurdled will be narrated In 
ensuing articles of this series.

Baltimore Man Aided in the Formation of First Corpora- 
tion at Danby, But Failures 
Continued. 



The lack of power machir.erj- and 
the leak of adequate transportation 
ga.'ve ithe marble industry in Vermont 
its first two serious set-backs: Just 
how the introduction of water-driven 
mills solved the first oC tliese two 
problems .has teen narrated in ear- 
lier articles in this series on the his- 
tory of the industry in Rutland 
County, The articles are of exceed- 
ingly interest 'because they form a 
thorough and detailed account of the 
hardships whieli were encountered in 
raising Vermont to what it is today; 
the greatest marble-producing' state 
in the country, Tliis instalhnetn picks 
up the story in the second quarter of 
tlie Nineteenth Century and shows 
how the lack of financial baoking 
brought failure into the aituation 
again, ' 



The earliest effort at producing 
marble in the town o£ Danby of 
which there is any auinenttc record 
was in 1S2 7, when a small quarry 
was opened and a mall erected iby 
John M, 'Sowle, In 1833 James 
Lrincoln qmarried and sold marble 
from that town in a small way. In 
that year the Kelly 'brothers com- 
menced quarrying marble in Danby 
and sold blocks of it to A. W. Hyde 
of Castleton, 

The West Dem^i'^s Mai"l>le. 

The marble produced at the Kelly 
quarry was hauled by team to Poult- 
ney and was sawed at the marble 
mill there. From thence the sla'bs 
were transported in the same man- 
ner to Whitehall and shipped by 
canal or lake to supply the increas- 
ing demand in the West. 

More quarries were opened in the 
immediite Tjclnlty and in 1S43 a 
third mill erected. Then Thomas 
Symington of Baltimore, Maryland, 
came to Danby and purchased the 
marlble interests . -of the Kellys and 
carried on the business Quite exten- 



sively for six years. This was the 
first si?n c-f outside capital. 

Corporation is Formed. 

About 1S49 William Kelly again 
entered the field, erected another 
mill and carried on the .quarrying an 
swing of marble for some years. 
Blalce and Earney of Swanton, Ver- 
mont, in the early Fifties bought out 
this second Kelly enterprise. They 
continued the business for about 
two years and then it reverted back 
to William Kelly, who consolidated 
it with the property ot Thoms Sym- 
ington. The two formed one of the 
first corporation known in the indus- 
try. The stock was purchase by John 
B. Page, several other from Vermont 
and a group o£ financial interests 
from New York. 

Waldo Makes First Swcces. 

This new concern conducted a 
large busines for several years and 
then leased the property to Loren S. 
Waldo. The terras ot the lease, being 
being enabled Waldo to make what 
the early pioneers have said was 
the first real success in the business. 
He carried the work on until 1S70, 
Wihen, his lease having expired, the 1 
marble business terminated in Dan- 
by. Among the othf^r operators who 
had mills at that same t;:-ie in Danby 
were iFish and Congor John T. iCrif- 
fith, Stimson, Hopkins and Ilods^rs, 
and other?. 

Obstacles Are Overcome. 

Thus we hare seen tJii rns-rble 
industrj' climb from an insignificant 
and failing enterprise to one in. 
which real money was being mae, 
■^^'e have traced it as it met the var- 
ious obstacles that arose in its path. 
The next article will deal with the 
history of" the industry in the im- 
mediate vicinity of Rutland and will 
trace its handicaps and its failures; 
its gro-wth and the manner in which 
it conquer^ the problems which ^on- ' 
fronted it. j

"WEIGHTOGRAPH PLANT TO EE MOVED HERE AT ONCE" 

Such a headline emblazoned the front page of yesterday's issue 
of The Rutland Evening News and with that announcement all the 
"poppy-cock" and "blanderdash" that has been circulated here and 
in St, Louis for the past month o)' more is put to shame. 

It was the Chamber of Commerce in St. Louis that saw, with the 
purchase of the Weightograph Company here by the Howe Scale 
Company, a probability that the St. Louis plant would be removed 
from their fair city, with the resultant loss of another industry — 
and a growing one too. According they began to try to convince 
the off icers of the Rutland company that it would be much cheaper 
to move the Rutland plant to St. Louis than to move the St. Louis 
plant back to Vermont. The Howe officials looked at them quiz- 
zically and said little. 

Then an ambitious St. Louis press bureau sent stories into Rut- 
land telling of the PROBABILITY of the Howe Company moving 
to' St. Louis. The Rutland Evening News did not print that story, 
although it received it at noon one day, realizing that there was 
probably little real truth in it.

Church Here Is A 
Building of Note 

Organization of Parish Be- 
gan Between 1853 and | 
1885. 



(Editor's Note: This is one 
of a aeries of articles on Rut- 
land's churches and the clergy 
in charge.) 



j As early as 1853, according to "The' 
'Churches of Rutland," a book pub-' 
I lished in 1300 by Erotimer Brothers of : 
this city, Pather Quicillion used to j 
come all the way from Burlington to I 
say mass in the house of Joseph P. ' 
Mailhoit on Main Street. Other 
priests also came to say jnass at the ! 
liomes of French Canadians iii. Rut- ! 
land and vicinity, although therfe ii'as ' 
at that time no Catholic organization 
here. 

About the year 1855, however. 
Father Z. Druon '.vas sent to Rutland 
to talce charge of both Freneli and 
English-speaking Catholies. He later 
built a small brick church on Meadow 
Street, where both French and Eng- 
lish-speaking parishioners worshipped 
until 1869, when the Bishop thought 
it high time that the French-Canadi- 
ans had a priest and a church of their 
: own. 

' Three Priests .'ViTivc. 

Accordingly, lie sent three priests to 
' Rutland, Father L, G. Gagnier, rec- 
; tor. Father J. A. Boissonnault and 
I Father J. h.. Pelletler, assistants., 
iTliey organized the parish with a 
view to ministering to the religious 
needs of all French-Canadians in the 
Southern part of Vermont. They alao 
served West Rutland, Fair Haven, 
drvi'ell, Shorcliam, Proctors ville and 
Danby. 

Not long aftor this, the plan was 
found to be too expensive and the 
missions were divided. Father Gag-| 
nior remaining alone in Rutland, with 
West Rutland and an otit-mission, the 
others going elsewhere. 

Masses were first celebrated in a 
hall at the corner of Merchants Row 
and Center Street. A lot was later 
secured on Lincoln Avenue, a frame 
building was erected and was used as 
a Church from January, 1870, until 
December 24, 1893. A house and lot' 
near it were later purchased and used 
as a parochial residence. In a house 
■ on West Street, the Sisters of the 
Holy Xame of Jesus and Mary started 
I a convent school and thus completed 
[the organization of the parish.

N. Y.-Vemont Sign i

Burlington, Feb. 25,— A treaty under 
which the States of New York and Ver- 
mont agree to build a $1,000,000 bridge 
across Lake Chan-iplain was signed la-^t 
night In Albany, X. Y. Under the 
agreement. New York State assiuiies GO 
pel' cent, and Vermontt 40 per cent, of 
the cost of the span eacl-i_ State w-ill 
make a cash appro p fiat ion to total 
$200,000 and bonds for ?SOO,000 more 
will be issued. 

A toll of per automobile is to be 
charged until the bridge is paid for, af- 
ter which it will become free. Federal 
sanction for the bridge is being sought 
in Congress under a bill introduced by 
Representative Snell. 

Those who signed the treaty tonight 
were former Senator Mortimer Y. Fer- 
ris, Harry E. Owen and Koy E. Lock- 
wood of New York State and Senator 
Stanley Wilson, Attorney General J.

•Tlie first Bfi-vice in the new syntigosue 
of the Congiegatlon Adath Israel will 
bu lie Id tomoroiv morning at 9 o'clock 
in observance of the Jewish Feast of the 
PasKover. The feast which falls on the 
15th day of Nisan, corresponding this 
year with Easter Sunday, April 17. be- 
gins tonight at sundown and kists (or a 
week. 

A feature in the celebration of the 
feast is the aiiccial Seder service around 
the festive family board on the first 
evening of the (east. At this family i 
service a special ritual known as the ! 
"Kaggadah" is read. This ritual con- 1 
tain.s the story of the I'edemption from ] 
servitude, certain reflections Inspired ' 
by the ' memorie.s of old and certain 1 
psalms. This is followed by the festal [ 
meal after which grace is recited. The 
service concludes with the reading of 
additional psalms, the recitation of 
prayers and the singing of hymns. To 
this home service stranger and liome- 
less are cordially invited. 

The manner of observance of the 
feast is determined largely by Biblical 
ordinances concerning it. The ceremon- 
ies are such as are calculated to bring 
home the historic;vl event which the 
feast commemorates, namely, the new 
freedom vouchsafed to Israel after the ' 
long period of oppression endured under 
Egyptian tyranny. 
I The eating of unleavened bread is 
I enjoined in the Biblical regulations 
touching the observance of the Passover 
feast. Unleavened bread is character- 
ized as the "bread of affliction. " and is 
also referred to in the Bible as the 
bread that was unleavened because of 
the enforced hastj' departure from i 
Egypt. In post-Biblical times the ear- I 
nest de.sire to keep the injunctions most I 
scrupulously led the teachers of Israel I 
to' enact law,-: such as the use of specinl [ 
dishes that had been guarded. from con-j 
tact with leaven and reserved only for 
the Passover" season. 1

Good progress is being made on 
tlie construction of the ^ew Odd 
Fellows Hall oa South Mam Street 
and it is believed that it will be 
opened about Jsovember 1, 

The building is practically Hre- 
proof, hollow tile, brick and cement 
forming the exterior ■walla and the 
interior being of metal lath and plas- 
ter construction witli sheet etec] ceil- 
ings. The electric wiring is of tli3 
latest tjpe. the conductors being en- 
closed in steel conduits. 

Nearly all of the plumbing is 
roughed in and fixtures \v'ill be in- 
stalled as soon as the ma«ons and 
carpenters have completed their 
tasks. The large steam heating 
plant has been put in place although 
tlie radiation sytsem has not yet been 
installed, 

Easement Above Ground. 

Owing to the contour of the land 
on which the building is erected, the 
basement Is practically all above 
ground and is well lighted. This is 
entirely of cement, even tlie floors 
being made of this material. Joa- 
slderable worlt was necessary in 
building the foundation to eliminate 
trouble from water seeping into the 
excavation^ but the difficulty was 
overcome by construction of a ays- 
tem of drains under the whole build- 
ing. 

The basement is devoted to the 
heating plant, a large Ititchen for 
preparing food and a room which 
may be used as a banquet hall. The 
street floor is given over *o rest and 
reading rooms with a parlor for 
women. In the rear oE the building 
Is the dance hall which is said to be 
of ample size to accommodate *0P 
couples. 

The exterior of the new home is of 
cieam, stucco with brick trim and 
brick front. A portico of simple de- 
sign extends across a portion of the 
street wall which is largely taken up 
by huge plate glass windows which 
!i„ht the reading rooms and parlor,.

Rutland Industries Demoralized, 
Railroads, Highways Crippled 
By Infuriated Elements - 



For tlie first time in history Eutlaud iudiistiies yes- 
terday failed to tiiru a wheel. Lack of power, flooded con- 
ditions of the plants and the inability of many of the 
workmen to get to tlie various shojis made it impossible 
for any of the companies with the exception of the Howe 
Scale compatiy to operate their factories. 

There is not a plant in the city 
that ^has not suffered flood dam- 
age. The Vermont Hydro-Elec- 
tric company is by far the heavi- 
est loser, with flood damage to 
the Cleveland avenue sub-sta- 
tion, the loss of the Glen dam 
and damage to transmission 
lines which has not yet esti- 
mated.

Reservoir Was Nearly Dry, 

It was learned today that the city 
I'Oatirvoir was running dry on Saturday, 
ljut was saved by the prompt work of 
iidgar H. Beardsley of the Water De- 
j-iLirLment and his men. 

Mendon Stream, prompted by some 
vn^aiy of the flood, had changed itt 
ceiuru,? to a position 500 feet from the 
old uiib at the place where it liowt d 
fjy Lne reservoir. In fact, it nad moved 
10 the other side of the road. This lefi 
the channel supplying the reservoir , 
£rom the stream high and dry, and 
the reservoir had emptied to a large 
extent Saturday morning. 



New Channels Cut. 

Mr. Beardsley and his gang, how 
ever, cut through two, new channels 
from places near the point where ibt 
new course of the stream divorgea 
from the old. Then the chlorinating 
plant, which was located at the" old 
intake fo tlie reservoir was moved tc 
the point where tlie water entered tlii; 
main. W^hereas formerly the chlorina 
tor purified aU the w^ater coming Intt 
the reservoir, which it could hadl) 
do under flood conditions, it now oper- 
ates directly on that entering the main 

The great advantage of this is that, 
■whereas, under the former system, thv 
reservoir would have to be partly 
emptiedi and refilled several times in 
order to eliminate the water that had 
got by the chlorinator in its old posi- 
tion, all water is now purified as it 
leaves the reservoir, and may now be 
used for, drinking purposes. 

Replace Tliousand Cubic Yards. 

Approximately 1,000 cubic yards of 
material have been replaced in road 
wash-outs In the City of Rutland by 
the Department of Public Works since 
the floods have receded, ^"our tempor-

Fragments of Rutland's early auto- 
mobile history, of hardy pioneer motor- 
istcs in three-horse-power "horless car- 
riages", stopping hum)t)Jy to let a wag- 
on pass, getting^ run over by tlieir own 
machines and braving the abuse oi: the 
more old-CasliioriGd, who consirlered them 
depraved beings, such as cokc-fiends 
and lunatlcE, were gained today in an 
interview with Cliarles A. Matthews, 
first automobile dealer ot this city. 

The ^ first automobile in Rutland 
County was owned Ijy Jacob Fuller ot 
Xorth Clarendon. It , was a steamer 
with wire wheels, a tiller- steering ' ar- 
rangement and no. windshiGld, lights or 
top. It was built in the form of a car- 
riage, having no hood, but with tlie 
motor slung under the- rear axle. A 
gong, operated- by foot, gave warning. 

The boiler was unddr the driver'? 
seat. In spite of many layers o£ insula- 
tion, this was Eometiraes most taniilcTS- 
ant for the operator. Mr. Fuller and 
his automobile used to be seen frcqitent- 
ly on the road between Rutland and- 
North Clarendon, principally because 
there was no other place it could be 
driven. 

Although Jacob Fuller never failed 
to arouse great exeitement whenever 
he appeared in Rutland with his steam 
spouting monster, it was not until two 
years later, in 1901, that one was owned 
by J. H. Frenier of this city, George T. 
Chaffee and E. E. Ke\-es followed closely 
with the acquisition of automobiles. 

Mr. Matthews relates that in 1901 he 
attended the first automobile show In 
the country at Madison Scitiare Garden. 
New Yorlv City. Many and strange 
were tlie contrivances lie saw there. 
For one thing, there was no definite 
number of wheels that automobiles were 
supposed to possess. Many of them 
were tricycles, A close similarity can 
be traced betw-een the evolution ot tlie 
nutomobile and the origin of species 
in the animal world, with the compara- 
■tlvely un variable type of the present 
resulting from the suiwival of the fit- 
test. Although the automobile of today 
Is the gradual adaption ot the horse- 
drawn carriage, many of the early ears 
were copied after other forms of vehi- 
cles. All the extinct prehistoric mon- 
sters of the motor world were at tliis 
exhibit at the Garden. . . 



Thei'i-- was the automobile patterned 
after the Atlantic City wheel chair. 
It consisted of a wieker seat for two 
people, mounted on three wheels, two 
in back and one in front, whir.h was 
controlled by a tiller. Over the rear i 
axle, behind the wicker passenger sent, 
was tile driver's 'seat, -The <*ngine was 
slung underneath. Then there were 
other forms of motorized bicycles, tri- 
cycles and four- wheeled machines. 
Fully one-half of the machines at this 
show- wer esteam-driven. 

Although steam cars were on tht? 
market for sever.al ^-ears previously, 
gasoline automobiles werf not made oc 

a large scale until 1904, when a number 
of concerns started turning out "one- 
lungers," those having one cylinder. 

It was in this year that a law requir- 
ing- licensing and registration was 
passed by the Vermont legislature. This 
went into effect the next year. Mr. 
Matthew.=? possesses a copy of the offi- 
cal Ust of the 4fl8 automobiles then 
in the State, the owners, manufactur- 
ers and horsepower. 

Pew of the familiar maizes of today 
w-ere then on the market. The horse- 
power of the cars commonly ranged 
from three to ten. sometimes as high as

This [irst model was soon foUoMPcl bj 
two others, the patents beinjir if.'Vi lopsf 
under the direction of .lio.'is. At aboui 
the same time they put up their scale it 
Vernon, N, Y., they exhibited specimen: 
of hay scales' and smaller styles at Ihi 
fair of the American Institute iji Xev 
York, wiiore they attracted favorabk 
attention. 

However, after atairting. business i; 
"\''ergennes, the two men dissolvec 
partnership, and, early in 1S57, ,Tohr 
Howe, Jr., of Brandon pyrchascd the 
patent of the inventors, advanced thi 
firm S 1,100 or .f 1,2 00 and moved the biisi 
ness to Brandon. Mr. Howe had beer 
manager of th* Brandon Iron and Ore 
Company for many years. Stronsr and 
Ross moved to Brandon with the wovki 
and Ross later came to Rutland, where 
he founded the Lincoln Iron Works. 



The "Array Scale," 

Just prior to the Civil War, thi? 
famous "Army Scale" was designed and 
patented. Large cjuantities were made 
for use during the war period, and this 
model is still a popular one for export, 

A stock company was subsequently 
org^anized, raising more capital to take 
care of the expanding business, and the 
name of the company was changed from 
,Tohn Howe, Jr., whicli had appeared on 
the early models of the scales, to Howe 
Scale Company. 

For a nnmber of years the business.- 
was a great success, but later it was un- 
fortunate in the liigh expense of its 
selling ^agencies, and it w'as incon- 
veniently situated relative to railroad 
Bhipments. The Howe Scale Company 
was taken over by T. Spra.gue, presi- ■ 
dent of the Pir.st National Banl; of 
Brandon, and later president of the , 
Brooklyn, N. Y., Imnl^. Later Jolm B^ 
Page of Rutland, one. time governor o1 
"\'ermont, became president of the con- 
cern and, in 1876, brought the busines 
to Rutland and erected the nucleus o. 
the present plant, now occupying IT 
acres and housed in many colnmodiou^ 
and completely ccinipped buildings. The 
plant was under the Page management 
until he failed financially. Then Dr. i 
John A. Mead, another Vermont govera- 1 
or, took the reins the' business was re- ■ 
organized in ISSC and flourished. It con- 
tinued under Gov. Mead's direction 
until his death in 1920, when Carl B. 
Hinsman, now president of the Eitxter 
National Bank, was^ made president of 
the concern. 

The distinction of the Strong and Ross 
patents was in the principle of tlie ap- 
plicaUon to weigViing machines of a toll 
bearinf^ shock absorbing system to pVe- 
serve the delicacy of the scales. 

The Howe plant now has 35 different 
kinds of craftsmen, some of them for 
new divisions of wort lately introduced. 
Pleavier work is 'being done than ever 
before. Huge pieces of iron are being 
cAtit. sometimes a. .single casting weigh- 
ing seven, tons. It is maintalnmg an 
output of 30 tons a day and business is 
booming, according to the present 
officials. The production of the biggest 
scale that has even been made is being 
undertaken. Tiiis ,model is capable of 
Weighing 600,000 pounds with a pre- 
cision of 20 pounds and requires seven 
cars for its transportation.

I lias already met a number of fine peo- 
; pie. •

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MARBLE INDUSTRY IN RUTLAND 

COUNTY STARTED FIRST IN 1795 



Jeremiah Sheldon Started Quarrying Operations in 
Town of^Pittsford and With One or Two Assistants 
' Cutting Stone by Hand.

In 1.795, Jeremiah Shelfion, with pos- 
sibly an assistant or two, began taking 
marble from a ciuarry in tlie Town of 
Pittsror.d and ciittine' it by hand. This 
was the be&irininff of the marble busi- 
ness in :i^utlana County, 

Today, the great Vermont Marble 
Companiy, together with the compara- 
tively stiiall Clarendon Marble Company, 
employ .around 2,500 men and export 
daill' 750, tons or more of marble. 

Although it might be said that the 
first commercial quarry was opened in 
1795, gro^Tth of the marble business was 
not so rapid until somewhat after the 
middle of the next century, at about the 
time that Re^Eeld Proctor from Proc- 
torsi'ille opened a quarry at Sutherland 
Pall.'i, now known as Proctor, and start- 
ed tli£ .Vermont Marble Comi>any, des- 
tined to absorb nearly all other concerns 
and cd^ntrol most of he worked marble 
in the 'tfvorld. 

The socorid quarry to be opened in the 
county was also in Pittsford, in 1799, by 
Eli HtidSKjn, and the third was also 
opened 'in-, Pittsford in 1S06 by Charles 
Lamb. 

The fii'st- marble sawing mill in the 
state was that of Eben "W, Judd, in Rtid- 
dlebury, wliich started business In 1S04, 
and the fimt in the county, by Epaphras 
Jones, in lgiC6, on Stevens Brook. These 
pioneers adopted the method used by the 
RomaHB in tite time of Pliny, of sawing 
marble . with \ a smooth saw fed with 
sand ojia watar. The mills were driven 
by watei- pow^r. That of Jones was a 
failure, i*5wever, and it was not until 
1821 that', the ^ first successful mfirbls 



sawing mill in the county was estab- 
lished. This was done by Gen. Jonas 
Clark, in soutli Tinmouth. It w-as driv- 
en by water power, operating a 27-foot 
overshot wheel. A quari-j' at Whipple 
Hollow, West Rutland, later to become 
the property of the True ,Blue Marble 
Company, then owned by Timothy 
Brockway, was opened in 1807. This 
was the fourth to be worked in the 
county. In lS4o, it passed into the own- 
ersliii? of William Barnes and otliers, 
and, in 1850, it suspended operation. 

In 1S84, the True Blue Comiiany was 
organized, and opened a new ..quarry 
near the old one. The new Kipley Auto- 
matic Sand Feed machine was brought 
into use. The officers of the company j 
were J. M. Cramton, president; E. D. i 
Kej'es, treasurer; George E. Royce, sec- 
retary. These, together with Walter 
Liandon, Benjamin Pollarid, John N. 
Baxter and Donald Pollard of Proctors- 
ville, were the principal stockholders. 
Timothy E. Conklin, now living at 1^9 
Maple Street, this city, was superinten- 
dent for 24 years. 

In 1S9S, it v/as sold to Congressman 
Fowler of N^w Jersey, and It was 
bought by the Vermont Marble Com- 
pany about 1909. 

The opening of the qv.arry in Whipple 
Hollow in 1807 marked the beginning of 
what was to become the flrst big marble 
enterprise. Sliortly after the organis^i- 
tion of the True Blue Company, it had 
a mill of eight gangs at the quarry, with 
a rubbing-bed and lathes for turning and

The merging of two marble companies 
in I8S0 was the birth of the Vermont 
Marble Company, which has, since then, 
I a,tasorbesi nearly all the other concerns 
in the State and today controls most of 
the marble in the world. 

Redfleld Proctta", who huilt the early 
A'erniont ilarble Company, w*as a younj;: 
man of moderate means from Proctors- 
\"il3c, who launched his main effort in 
Sutherland Falls. Today, i^utherland 
Palls bear^5 the name of Proctor, ami 
; the dCKcendants of .Hedtiekl are among 
: the riche.-it people of the State. 
' Tlie Sutherlanft Falls Marble Quaries, 
, which were later to be among the 1 
' earliest to he taken oyer hy the \'ermont ' 
Marble Company, were opened in lS52 i 
in tlie northern jiart of the Town of 
' Ilutland. These tjuarries weer the flr.-ii. 
in wich a channeling machine was us^ed. 
A. number of comjianies worked tlw 
property until it was merged in 1 SSd 
with the Rutland Marble Company. The 
latter organization commeneed work in 
1845 under ^Villiam F. Barnes, opening 



quarries in '^^'est Rutland. 

By ISSC, the "\"erraont Marble owned 
the Old Quarry, the .Adam,'! Quarry and 
the Mt. Dark in or near Proctor and, 
in West Rutland, almost half a mile of 
the marble holt, including seven 
iiuarries. It had water mills at C tenter 
Rutland Proctor and a steam niill at 
West Kutland. and employed nearly 
TrtO men. In about IflOfl, it actiuired the 
True Blue Comiiany, the earlie.Ht 
estnbli.shed of tJie big concerns, and now 
tlie \'ermont Marble Company ^has 
absorbed all inai'ble enterprises and 
worked (luarries in the county, except 
the Clarendon Marble Company of WeHt 
Rutland, and the Ci>ioniaI Marble Com- 
pany of this city, which has not yet be- 
gun to produce. 

The Clarendon Marble Compan.v was 
started in West Kutland in lat>7 by 
Patrick F. McCormiek. Mr. McCorraick 
is now engaged in opening up an exten- 
sive marble deposit in the so-called 
C.ampijell Meadows In West Rutland.

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Coolidge To Write History Of 
U. S. To Be Engraved On Mountain 



KEYSTONE, S. D., Jan. 16 {JP}.— 
Calvm Coolidge is to write a history 
of the United States with an assured 
popularity for 5000 centuries. 

It is to be as b,rief and terse as 
the former president's conversation. 

And, altliongli Mr, Coolidge is one 
ot the highest paid writers per word, 
lie will not receive a cent for tie 
narrative. 

The former president, according 
to the Mt. Rushmore National Mem- 
orial association, has accepted an 
invitation to write historical data 
to be engraved beside the colossal 
figures of Washington, Jefferson, 
Lincoln and Roosevelt upon the 
granite face of the Black Hills moun- 
tain. Mt. Eushmore ie near Key- 
stone. 

The history will be Mr. Coolidge's 
contribution to the memorial which 
he dedicated during his summer va^ 
cation in the Blacts; Hills in 1927. 

The Coolidge words. 500, or few- 
er if the author chooses to further 
condense tlie lite ot the country from 
the declaration of independence to 



this time, will be five or more 
inches deep, and high enougli to 
be read miles away. 

Geologists estimate the rate of 
erosion on the granite escarpment 
of Mt. Rushmore is an inch in 100, 
OOQ years, unless radical earth 
changes take place, or future pro- 
gress decrees the removal of Mt. 
Rushmore, the memorial should en- 
dure more than 500,000 years. 

Gutzon Borglum, sculptor o£ the 
project, hopes to have the Washing- 
ton and Jefferson figures ready for 
a formal unveiling next July 4. Each 
of the four figures will be 420 feet . 
tail. The tablet of :^Ir. Coolidge's his- 
tory will be SO feet high and 120 feet . 
wide. ' 

The frowning wall ot Mt. Rush- 
more upon which the memorial is 
to be scratched is 1000 feet high.. 

The sides of the letters fashioning 
Mr. Coolidge's words, facing west- 1 
ward, will be gilded so that the set- 
ting sun falling upon them will give 
brilliance to the story of the United 
States.

Ei^Iit events, considered the most 
epochal in the evolution of the col- 
onies are listed for inscription. 
■These were selected by the design 
: committee of memorial commission, 
i The names of Washington and Lin- 
coln may not appear in the engraved 
history; the names of Jefferson and 
Roosevelt likely' will, while Mr. 
Coolidge's name is certain to be etch- 
ed in the granite wall of the Black 
Hill's peak. 

The memorial will consist of colos- 
sal figures ot Washington, Jefferson, 
Lincoln and Roosevelt, and the 
Coolidge history, hewn upon the 
1000-foot side ot the mountain. 

The eight events which Mr. Cool- 
idge will touch upon, include: 

July 4, Declaration of Independ- 
ence; 1787, framing of the Constitu- 
tion; 1S03, Louisiana purchase; 1S46, 
admission of Texas as a state; 1848, 
Oregon boundary, settlement; 1849, 
admission of California; 1865, Civil 
war ends-; 1907, completion of the 
Panama canal. 

Mr. Coolidge's wordago is limited 
to the number that can be inscribed I 
in a space 90 feet by 130 feet and in 
snch dimensions that they may be 
read three miles away. Those con- 
ditions would limit the history to 500 
words, * 
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' VERMONT COLORED SLATE 

UNIQUE IN ENTIRE WORLD 

Region Is One of Only Five or Six in United States 
To Produce Product of G-reat Commercial Im- 
port to Building Industry the World Over. 



The Vermont slate producing re- 
gion is one o£ only five or six in 



ttie entire country. "Witli the excep- 
tion <if the prfxiuct o£ tte Vermont 
quarries nearly all the slate pro- 
dnced in the United States is black 
in color. 

The slate resion that includes 
Poultney. Pawlet, West Pawlet, 
Raceville, Castleton, Middle Gran- 
ville, Hydeville and Fair Haven 
abuun^s in a great' variety of blues, 
, grays, greens, blacks, purples and 
j reds. The <inly red slate deposits 
I of commercial importance in the 
I Tvorld are located over the Vermont 
boundary line in New York state.. 
Discovered by Accident. 
It was said to be by accident that 
the existence of slate' deposits was 
discovered in 1S52 in the Yermont 
slate region, which extends on both 
sides of the Vermont-New York line, 
A few years later one finds in a 
copy of "Manufacturer and Builder" 
under date of IS 69, an article in 
which is a record of guarrying oper- 
ations which were started in tliis 
region. By 1S5S the business was ^ 
well established and the article de- i 
Clares that the slate manuiacturing 
plants and "marbleizing'' were well 
under way and that they were turn- 
ing out "fine specimens ot art in the 
way of mantels, pedestals and ool- 
fins." 

Because of the durability ot slate 
and the ease with which it may be 
split into layers as little as one-six- 
teenth o£ an inch in thickness, one ot 
its principle uses is as a roof cov- 
ering. During the eighth century 
such use was made of slate in the 
construction of a Saxon chapel in 
Wiltshire, England and after 1100 
years ot exposure to the elements 
(he original roof is said to be ^jj 
good condition today. 

Complained of Railroads. 

It was not until the middle ot the 
19th century that the use o£ slate 
seems to have become general, little 
being written of the growth of the 
industry previously. One of the 
great contributing causes of the ex- 
pansion at this time was the growth 
of the railroads which provided a 
means ot transportation for the 
product of the mines or quarries, 
thus widening the market tremen- 
dously. The Manufacturer and 
Builder, however, complained bitter- 
ly about the "extortionary rates" 
charged by the carriers for this ser- 
vice, also the car shortage which 
was blamed, probably with reason, 
for the loss of a $12,000 order by one 
of the producers. (In the present 
era the utter dependence upon the 
railroads o£ the country is often 
over-looked. 



j That there are }arge slate deposits 
\ in Wales acco units for so many of 
I the wcrke'-s in the Vermont slate 
industry being of Welsh descent, lu 
comparing workmen oC 1S69, the 
Manufacturer and Builder says, "Th-: 
men employed in the slate region are 
I chieily Irish or Welsh * * *. lis 
I making slate by contract, at so mucli 
'per square, the Irishman works up 
the stock closely and consequently 
realizes a little less money in the 
same time; the Welshman, with his 
eye on the main chance, wastes a 
great deal of stock in order to make 
a large number of squares in as 
short a time as possible." 

Square Unit of Measure. 
The square is the unit of measure 
for rooting slate. It is the amount 
peeded to cover 100 square feet ot 
surface, with due allowance for the 
overlapping of the slate. 
1 Slate quarries generally give the 
impression of being narrow and very 
deep. This is because the layers dip 
at angles of from 15 degrees to 60 
degrees, the average being about 45 
degrees. In some localities the beds 
are practically vertical. For this 
reason -it is only necessary to "strip" 
or clear the top soil from a small 
area before sinking a shaft. Thus 
tlie quarry becomes a mine. In the 
Vermont area more stripping is re- 
quired than is necessary in the Penn- 
sylvania region where the strata are 
more nearly vertical. 

History Of Slate Deposit. 
During the formative period of the 
earth's history, certain areas were 
subjected, to intense heat and tre- 
mendous pressure which resulted in 
the crumpling and folding of the 
crust to form these more or less ver- 
tical deposits. Til 6 -degree of pres- 
sure which was applied during this 
period apparently determined whetli- 
! er the result would be slate or mere- 
, ly shale rock, it the presure was in- 
' sufficient to form slate. The mineral 
composition determined whether the 
slate was to be black, blue-black, 
gray, blue-gray, purple, mottled pur- 
ple and green, green, or red. 

In the mines or quarries hand-, air-, 
or steam-drivP!; drills snd blasting 

are resorted lo in loosening great 
blocks of stone which are then hoist- 
ed out hy means of eableways and 
transported to the great saws, shears 
and other finishing machines which 
may be in mills at some distance 
but are more generally in nearby 
shanties. Roofing slates are made by 
splitting off thin slabs by means of a 
wooden mallet and flexible chisel. 
These slabs are nest trimmed to 
size in a shearing machine and 
punched for nailing in place. They 
ai fi then ready to be stacked, on 
edge, ready for shipment. 



Slate Granules Are Used. 

Another form ot roofing slate is 
also produced in this region in the 
form ot slate granules. These are 
coarsely ground particles of slate 
I which, when embedded in asphalt 
I make a very attractive and fire re- 
i sitting TOOL 

i The slate granule business vras 
.started about 20 years ago. At that 
time a small plant was constructed 
, near Whitehall for crushing red slate 
' for its pigment value only. This op- 
I eration was later transferred to the 
Vermont district where it developed 
rapidly. The finished product met 
wdth favor of jobbers, contractors, 
and the public to such an extent 
that crushing operations were 
started on red, green, blue-black 
and buff colored rocks. Today there 
are 33 granule plants in the United | 
States. A substantial market has | 
also been developed using w^aste 
material from the granule process. 
I This ground slate or slate flour is 
I used tor filler in automobile tires, 
I paints, linoleums, plastic cements, 
and other products. 

In the manufacture of slate gran- 
ules the quarrying operation is quite 
1 different from that previously de- 
scribed. By exploding a series ot 
charges of blasting powder several 
hundred tons of rock are broken 
down and fall to the floor of the 
quarry. Great shovels scoop up the 
slate, dirt and all, and- it is carried 
to conveyors of various sorts to a 
series of primary crushers which re- 
duce it to about the size of coarse 
trap rock, or so it passes through a 
screen of one- or two-inch mesh. 
The mass is then conveyed to the 
.tnishing mills where it is ground 
;;till further and passed over more 
screens and through air separators! 
which remove dust and foreign mat-i 
ter.. . I 
From the storage bins the finished I 
product, in bulk, like so much grain, I 
is loaded over automatic scales into 
cars for shipment to all parts ot 
this country and abroad. 

The slate from the quarries in the 
vicinity of Fair Haven is somewhat 
softer than that to the westward 
and, for this reason, it is much more 
easily worked in the mills. It is at 
Fair Haven that the "marbleizing" 
of slate is chiefly carried on at the 
present time, very beautiful speci-: 
mens of work being turned out. 

In addition to serving as a roof 
covering slate is coming into quite 
general u^e as a flooring material. 
Its uses in. electrical switchboards, 
blackboards, pool-tables, and laundry 
tubs, are familiar to all.

Tlie old building Tvill remain as a lounging room, 241jy40 
feet in size, has woodland furnishings and is equipped 
with a huge fireplace where big logs, obtained in the sur- 
rounding forest, arc kept ablaze almost continuously dur- 
ing the tourist" season. The office adjoins the dining room. 
The dining room added two years ago will be converted 
into a large -writing room. The kitchen has been incor- 
porated into a new dining room, with yellow birch ceiling 
and studding in posts of selected trees.

Each 
has its own entrance off the corridor 
and tbe offices adjoin eacli other so 
that, if tenants wish, several rooms 
may be utilized in combination. 

Office walls are of rough plaster 
; rj.nd are decorated with dome ceiling 
liglits with bakelite canopies. The 
rooms are served with hot and cold 
water from brass pipes. Each floor 
also has a meter room with a mas- j 
ter switch for every room and a fire 
proof door leading to the metal and 
cement stairs. Oalc and hardwood 
floors have been installed, with wood 
trim. 

The heating system consists of 
vapor steam heat with quick opening 
radiator valves. 

Ventilation, is perfected by means 
of a light well in the center of the 
structure which is 15 feet square. It 
is surrounded by fireproof walls 
with steel sash and wire glass win- 
dows. All electric wiring is enclosed 
in a metal conduit and metal lath. 
The telephone company has installed 
a special service cable and telephone 
wir^a have been run in concealed 
mouldings. 

Store floors are of reinforced con- 
crete. Upper floors are made of 
wood joists laid between a steel 
frame.

Construction work will start im- 
mediately on a new $13,000 Indu?- 
trial huilding on tiie Rutland Fair 
groun'ds in accordance with action 
taken by the officials and trustees 
ol the Fair association at a special 
meeting in the association office Sat- 
urday afternoon. 

Charles G. Noyes of Adams street, 
local contractor who has erected 
other fair buildings, was given the 
contract for the new struLture. He 
assured the fair officials that the 
exhibition ball would be completed 
in sufficient time to allow the mer- 
chants and rnanufacturev's to ar- 
range their showings before the 
opening of this season's fair on La- 
bor Day, September 7. 

The new structure will be similar 
to the one destroyed by Cre.

Gov. John. E. Weeks will dedi- 
cate the new $20,000 State biiilding 
at the Rutland fair grounds on GoT- 
ernor'B Day, September 4. However, 
tlie biilldlEg win be open to tlie pub- 
lic for tlie firat time on Monday, 
September 1, wliea the fair begins. 

The 100 by 74-foot structure was 
coanpleted yesterday. It Is located

high, vMcii Bupport a porch 50 by 12 
feet, the floor of which Is finished 
with concrete and mosaic slate. 

On the firat floor will be located 
the principal booths of the Vermont 
state and' the boys' and girls' depart- 
ments. On each end of the second 
floor are demonstration rooms, 25 by 
EO feet, connected on each side of 
the bmlding with balconies 17 £eet 
wide and 50 leet Ions, thus providing 
plenty of space for club exhibits. A 
large . demonstration platform is 
located at the west end, with seating 
capacity for 150 on the floor below. 



First Floor Arrangements. 
- Nearly all the first floor is giT-eii 
up to the -t-H club wort of Eutland 
county under E. E. Bergstrom and 
Farm Bureau Agent T. D. Cook. 
Here will be shown fruit, vegetables, 
canned goods, home cooking, handi- 
craft and garments.

The counters and frames 1b. this 
building have been arranged In a 
portable form for construction which 
will make possible the clearing out 
ot at least one half of the building 
making the first floor available for, 
meetings, demonstrations, fairs and 
other gatherings, giving a seating 
capacity of at least 300. 

Topped By Flag Poles. 

Near the front door, in evergreen 
slate outlin&d by a red border, is the 
name of t!he building, "Vermont State 
4-H Clubs building." Suitable fiaga 
win be floated from IS -foot flag poles 
on top of the building, the Vermont 
etate emblem on the east end, the

Etta Franklin Tells Story 
of State Seal; Calls In- 
dlan True Vermonter. 



The story as to liow the state ol 
Vermont oh tain ed its eeal was relat- 
ed to a group of men at the vestry 
of St, Paul's church last evening by 
Miss Etta Franklin, principal of Lin- 
coln echool. Miss Franklin was the 
speaker at a supper given, by the 
men's club of the church, her t^pic 
"being ""Vermont," 

"Few people know h-ow the state 
■obtained its eeal," Miss Franklin de- 
clared, "Ira Allen was responsible 
for it. He once visited at the home 
ot Gov. Thomas Chittenden, the first 
governor of the state, and he no- 
ticed a tin. cup on the botton of 
which was inscribed a seal. "The lat- 
ter had been drawn by an English 
officer who came to visit the gov- 
ernor's maid. In an idle moment, 
he had made the drawing. Allen toot 
the cup to a Mr, Deane in Windsor 
and for $4.S5, a print was made. 
That is how "Vermont got its seal." 

That the first sdioolhouse in "Ver- 
mont was built in Bennington at a 
eo-t of ?60, and the pay for teachers 
was a half dollar a week was brought 
out hy Miss Franklin. Tlie speaker 
related some of the difiicultiee of 
early teachers. 

"The true "Vermonter was the In- 
dian," Miss "FVanklin asserted. "As 
you study their lives you can not 
help but admire them," ehe said. 
She told of the first sermon preached 
in Vermont hy Rev. John Williams, 
who, with hifi family, was captured 
by the Indians and carried into the 
state from Massachusetts. 

Henry C, Farrar, president of the 
club, presided at the meeting and 
vooal entertainment was furnished 
by Mifis Ohxistine Germond, wlio was 
accompanied on the piano by Mise 
Harriet Mattison.

It was understood in 1921, whei 
the unknown soMier was brough 
home, that it was the government't 
purpose to complete the temporary 
memorial which was reared in hi; 
honor. Later, under a congressiona 
appropriation o£ about $a 0,000, i 
competition was announced and th( 
designers of the country wer& asket 
to submit plans. The winning de 
sign, chosen among 73 was sent ii 
by Lorimer Rich, a New York archi 
tect, aesociated with Thomas Hud 
son Jones, sculptor. It called fo' 
the erection of a huge sarcophagU! 
of white marble, and for sue! 
changes in the grounds as might b 
required to make the approach ti 
the tomb more impressive and in 
spiring. 

Weighs 56 Tons. 

The block for that sarcophagus 
weighing 58 tons, was brought dowi 
from the mountains of Colorado, 10, 
000 feet above sea level. The duai 
ries of the Vermont Marble compan; 
at Marble, Colo,, are probably i^' 
highest in the world and the movim 
of this gigantic shaft out ot thi 
guarry and down the. snow-blanketei 
mountains to a point where it couli 
be loaded for cross-country shipmenl 
was attended by innumerable hand: 
caps and dangers, AH the difticul 
ties have been surmounted, howevei 
and the block is now in Proctoi 
where the linishing is being done 

Particularly notable, are the thre. 
sculptured figures representing Vic 
tory, Peace and Valor, which are de 
signed for the end of the tomb whicl 
faces the Potomac and the nationa 
capital.

No. Z3— History Of Shrewsbury

The charter ot the town of Shrewsbury was granted September 4, 1761, 
tiy Benning Wentworth, royal governor o£ New Hampshire, but settlement 
was not made until some years after tliat date. 

The first settler vras Lemuel White who moved Into ■ Shrewsbury 
from Rockingham, one o£ the earliest towns settled In this state. White 
cleared the first land, built the first tavern, was the first town representa- 
tive and was captain of the first militia raised in town, bnt he could neither 
read nor write. Most ot his positions he won by virtue of being the first 
settler evidently, for he seems to have been regarded as a most eccentric 
■and miserly individual. One historian records, apparently with aoms satis- 
faction, that when the British were foraging through the town they turned 
their horses into CapL White's wheat field. 

The organization ot the town occurred March 20, 1781. Lemuel White 
was moderator; Aaron Esty, town cleric; Lemuel White, 1st selectman;

to the French and Indian and Revo- 
lutionary wars. 

Lilce many other towns Shrews- 
bury is divided into several smaller 
settlements Cuttingsyille and Fin- 
ney viile, bO'th of which, were named 
for t±ie men who first settled in that 
particniar locality in town. Darwin 
A. Finney, congressman from Penn- 
sylvania, was born In Finneyville, 
the son of Nathan Finney, fifth set- 
tler of Shrewsbury. 

Costly Mausoleum. 
Cuttingsvllle is chiefly distinguish- 
ed for a costly mausoleum of marble 
and granite erected in IS 30-1881 by 
John P. Bowman, a wealthy resident 
of New York city, who was born in 
Clarendon. Dorm an B. E. Kent of the 
Vermont Historicai society says of it 
"No stranger memorial w^as ever 
built by motal man," Child's Gazet- 
teer and Directory of Rutland Coun- 
ty, published in IS S3, says of the 
same tomb "In a small unpreten- 
tious rural graveyard, located in. this 



village, there ha« been erected a 

Grecian tomb wtiich !s one ot the 
marvels of its class on this conti- 
nent; a gem that will continue to de- 
light the hearts ot lovers ot the 
beautiful through countless ages, 
and, imperishable as the rock-ribbed 
hills that form its setting." Inside 
the mausoleum solid plate glaaa mir- 
rors reflect the statuary and produce 
"the most dazzling optical illusions;" 
cutside there is a life-size statue of 
Mr. Bowman, who was living when 
the tomb was built, ascending the 
steps, key in hand, "to open the 
shelter. . .wheie sleep his cherished 
dead." Whatever may be said of 
"Laurel Glen Mausoleum," there is no 
douh-t that it forms a striking addi- 
tion to a little country cemetery. 

In the southern part ot the Green 
Mountains which practically sur- 
round Shrewsbury, are deposits of 
copperas, which have never proved 
of great commercial value. In 1S2S 
Calvin Robinson of Cuttingsvilie sold 
his interest in Copperas Hill to a 
company chartered as the "Green 
Mountain ilanufacturing Company" 
which was conducted hy Jeremiah 
Dow. This firm employed about 30 
men, and made nine tons of cop- 
peras daily for a time, but within a 
few years the project was abandon- 
ed. 

Fatal Epidemic. 

The epidemic ot 1S13 was more 
fatal to' residents of Sbrewslbuty 
than to those of many other towns in 
the state. Nathan Finney of Finney- 
ville was one of those who succumo- 
ed to the disease, which seems to 
have been a sort of septic sore 
threat. Doctor Holton ot Shrewshury 
was a martyr, and sacrificed his 
lite for bis patients at the time of 
the epidemic. 

Finney kept one ot the first tav- 
erns, some historians say the first 
tavern in town, which was a great 
haven for smugglers. At one time a 
band ot smugglers was chased from 
Rutland to Shrewsbury. As they 
neared the tavern they threw their 
sleigh-load of fine goods from Cana- 
da over a. high embankment When 
the officers caught them at Finney's 
tavern, no traces nt smiiee-W fffwuls

could he found. As^ soon as the offi- 
cers had left, the contraband was 
recovered and taken to Boston, 
where it was sold for a high pric^. 

A murder in 1869 was one of the 
most esciting events that ever hap- 
pened in Shrewsbury, For years 
there had been a feud between the 
Plumley and Oilman families; blows 
had been exchanged, and a number 
of legal battles had been waged from 
time to time. In the spring of 1S69 
John Oilman's cattle broke into Ziba 
Plumley's fields. Plumley and his two 
sons, Horace and Frederick, had a 
heated quarrel about it. Horace got 
his gun, and his father, so the ac- 
count runs, toid him to shoot Gil- 
man. All three of the Piumley family 
were immediately arrest&d and 
brought to trial in Rutland County 
court. 

The father was sentenced to life 
imprisonment and died of apoplexy 
in 1S75. Horace was sentenced to be 
hanged, but the sentence was oom- 
muted by Gov. Stewart, to life Im- 
prisonment, Ziba was treated with 
special leniency because as one his- 
torian puts it he was adjudged "halt 
underwitted'. The story ia told that 
after the trial the three Plumley men 
had a discussion ot their sentences 
and Frederick remarked that he 
thought he had been well treated. 

"You do, do you?" growled the old 
father, "I should think you had! 
Twenty years in state's prison and 
called a d — d fool by them at that!" 

Shrewsbury has always been noted 
as a dairy town, and has never had 
any important manufacturing estab- 
lishments except cheese factories. 
Shrewsbury peak, 3737 feet high in 
the northeastern corner ot the town, 
is often mistaken in the distance 
for KiUington, 

The first church built in town was 
the Universalist church at Shrews- 
bury Tillage, erected in 1804. The 
society was organized by John Kil- 
burn, ]r. The first Christian church 
was organized November 9, 1822, and 
a meeting house was erected in 1S41. 
The Union church, owned by the 
Baptist and Congregation association 
ot Vermont, was built in 1S42. The 
Second Advent church, at North 
Shrewsbury, was organized with

Agitation May Be Started

A survey made yesterday, follow- 
ing ihe recent publication of a let- 
ter to the Herald referring to the 
blowing o£ factory ivhistles as a, 
source of disturbance, revealed that 
there are only three factories or 
sbops in the city T\'hich hlow 
■whistles at tlie beginning and end of 
working hours. One of these con- 
cei'cs is in favor of abolishing the 
whistles entirely on the ground that 
tliey are a nuisance and unnecessary. 

Howard F. Woodfin, president of 
the Lincoln Iron Works, w-hich has 
used the same whistle eyery work- 1 
ing day since the early sixties at 
6.40, 7, 12, 13.40, 1 and 5 o'clock, ex- 
pressed himself as being heartily in 
favor of doing away entirely witli 
shop whistles. He stated that they 
are unnecessary at tire Iron works, 
since there is an auto-call system 
within the shops. 

Wayne N. Temple, secrelary-treaa- 
urer o£ Temple Brothers marble 
company, another of the mills which 
blows whistles, stated tliat for the 
present, at least, that company 
would continue to use Its steam 
■whistle, since there is no auto-call 
' system "within the shops and the 
blasts constitute the only means of 
calling men to ■vs'ork. He also said 
that he did not believe the w'histle 
to be a nuisance throughout the city. 

G. L. E. French, vice president ot 
ths Rutland Railroad oompany. 
■whose sho-i) whistle blows regularly, 
said that it is a custom ■which, has 
prevailed for many years so that 
the workmen have come to depend 
ui>on it. 

The "Howe Scale company, Fatch- 
Wegner company. Manning Manu-

Mre of undetermined origin about 4 o'clock tliis i 
morning totally destroyed the huge automobile building 
at the fairgrounds, endangered several nearby houses \ 
and for a "^^Mle threatened to sweep thi'ough the several ' 
or more valuable buildings on the north side of the 
! grounds. 

Loss was unofficially estimated at 5 o'clock this 
morning at nearly $75,000. i 

The building housed the Rutland Sliniature Golf 
Course, valued at more than $15,000. * . , 

Help was summoned from West Rutland and Proc- 
tor to assist the Rutland department. 

So great was the start of the fire that it was impos- 
sible to check it. 

Discovered by Miss Marjorie Rousseau of 167 Korth 
Main tsreet shortly before 4 o'clock, the fire roared 
through the building in less than an hour. 

Piremen, simlmoned by a box alarm, noting that it 
would be impossible to save the huge building, erected 
only a few years ago, concentrated their eiSorts on sav- 
ing houses on Park street and South Main street. ■ „..^_ . 



Houses at 9 and 11 Park street and at 167 South 
Main street were set ablaze by buge sparks, pouring 
from tbe burning buHding and it was necessary for a 
while to keep streams of water ou those houses to save 
them. 

Buildings on the fairgrounds were badly scorched 
and so intense w^as the heat that a number of "windows 
in the structures were cracked and broken. 

The fire destroyed two of the main x^ower circuits of 
the Central Vermont Public Service Corporation, bring- 
ing darkness to hundreds of houses in the city in the vi- 
cinity of Strongs avenue, KiUington avenue and even 
as far as Baxter street and Library avenue. 

The fire department's alarm was able to ring out 
only one round, due to its destruction. When the fire- 
men arrived at Park street at 3.55 o'clock the automo- 
bile building was a solid sheet of flame and it looked as 
though every house on Park street and every building 
on the north side of the fairgrounds might go. 

Pire Chief Alfred H. Koltonski, after sizing up the 
situation, decided that help was desperately needed and 
I telephoned both Proctor and West Rutland. 

Six lines of hose were laid by the Rutland depart- 
ment and for nearly an hour the department members 
had a desperate fight to save the houses on Park street 
and South Main street. 

The new building, buUt at the entrance of the fair- 
grounds, where the ticket selling is taken care of during 
the fair, caught fire several times but each time the 
blaze was extinguished. 

The flames illuminated the 'sky and could be ' seen 
miles away. Firemen in West Rutland and Proctor 
said they saw the illumination from the fire, as they 
went out to answer the alarm. 

The north-bound sleeper, scheduled to arrive here 
about 4 o'clock, was halted and passengers aroused by 
the roar of the flames and the fire sirens, arose from 
their sleeping berths to see the flames. 

A huge crowd, all attracted by the glare from the 
fire gathered, shortly after the alarm was turned in. 
The large sparks, which were thrown out from the 
building, started fires in hats, coats and other garments 
worn by the spectators. 

All that was left of the automobile building, which 
had the largest floor surface of any building in the statej 
was a few pieces of wooden supports, the rest of the 
place having been burned to the ground. 

Fire Chief Koltonski was unable to state early this 
morning just what in his opinion caused the fire. He 
stated that the building was heated by an oil burning 
system, but was not able to state whether that had any- 
thing to do with the origin.

As the scene of the battle tatwcen the Green Mountain Boys under 
Seth Warner and the British troops under General Frazier, wtiich modern 
liistorians are beginniiiK to reeognize aa one o£ the most significant in the 
Hevolution, Hubbardton liolds an important place in American history. 

The town was chartered June 15, ITGi by Governor Bennlng Went- 
■worth of New Hampshire. One ol the grantees was Thomas Hubbard for 
■^hom the town was named. 

The first settlement was made in thB spring of 1774 by tTrlaJi Hickolc 
and William Trowbridge, who came with their families from Norfolk, 
Conn. The following year several families of pioneers cariie to Hubbard- 
ton, The list includes Samuel Churchill, William Spaulding, A. Webster, 
Benjamin Hlckok, Jesse Churchill, Benjamin Boardman, and John Seleck, 
with their respective families. The town was organized In March, 1785, 
almost eight years after the battle. 

On the morning of July 5, 1777, th^*'

All would haYe gone well but for 
the fact that one Gen. DeFermoy 
contrary to th» express orders of 
St Clair, set Are to his house at the 
fort as he left it. The resulting 
glare in the early hours of the 
morning o£ July 6 discIose<l the fact 
that the Americans wore beating a 
hasty retreat. 

Gen. Frazier, in charge of the ad- 
vance corps of Burgoyne's array at 
once tried to get his troops together 
tor pursuit hut was delayed con- 
sldera^bly l)ecanse his men insisted 
on looting Ijefore they assemblEd, 
Thus it was that tbe Americans had 
a fair etart. 

All thRiugh that hot Sunday fore- 
noon St. Clair and iis army hastened 
through the wilderness knowing that 
the enemy in superior num'hers was 
following closely. 

Col. Francis In Command. 

When St. Clair left Ticonderoga 
and M-ount Independence he placed 
i Col. Ebenezer Francis in command 
of the rear guard, but when he ar- 
rived in Hnbbartlton after that hot 
march of some £5 miles he put Col, 
Seth Warner in charge of Francis 
with his Massachusetts regiment. 
Col. Hale with the New Hampshire 
regiment, who tvith the Green Moun- 
tain Boy a made' up tlie rear guard 
which was to spend the night at Hnh- 
bardton, while St. Clair himself push- 
ed on witii his weary army to Castle- 
ton. 

Of the selection of Warner to 
command the troops Walter S. Fen- 
ton of Rutland, in his excellent ad- 
dress delivered at the See qui- centen- 
nial ceietiration at Hubbardton in 
1927, said "Circumstanced as was 
St. Clair at that particular time and 
with the main object la view of sav- 
ing his army, -which was then being 
threatened by the close and vigorous 
pursuit o£ the flower of the English 
army, the command of the rear 
guard was one of the importance ot 
irhich cannot be over-estimated. 
What was needed was a man of tried 
experience, of unwavering courage, 
of calm, cool, and collected Judg- 
ment; one who enjoyed the absolute 
confi-dence of his soldiers, who could 

he relied upon in every situation, and ^'hopelessly outnumbered 
whose loyalty to the cause would 
not admit of doubt. Sucli a man was 
Warner." ■ 



Mne uriiisji ineaniime itjunoay ai-

marched forward about three miles 
near HuMjardton' and halted for the 
night. 

About 3 o'clock the next morning 
he resumed the pursuit o-t the Am- 
ericans, and about five he came npon 
the piclcets, stattoned some dlatanoe 
from Warner's, camti. These were 
soon driven back to the main l>ody 
of the army. 

Battle of Hubbardton. 
The Battle of Hubbardton took 
place at an early tour, the two forc- 
es ranging themselves shortly after 
7 o'clock the morning of July 7, Lin- 
ed up within CO yards of each oth- 
er the Americans and British fougJit 
one of the most desperate battles ot 
the Revolutionary war, the outcome 
o£ which was uncertain almost to 
the end. ' 

As the engagement opened Colonel 
Hale with his New Hampshire regi- 
ment, possibly because of the en- 
feebled condition of eo many mem- 
bers of it, retired from the scene 
of action and started a retreat to 
Castleton, leaving Warner in a most 
precarious condition. The move was 
injudicious from more than one 
point of view because Frazier had 
the road to ^Castleton covered by a 
small detachment, and Hale and his 
men were captured without the fir- 
ing of a single shot. 

Warner, Francie and t;heii* men 
fought bravely to overcome the Brit- 
ish who outnumbered Ihem two to 
one and the success of their efforts 
may he gathered, from the fact that 
the British loss" is placed "by compe- 
tent authorities at about I8.i killed 
and wounded, while the Americana 
had only 96 killed or wounded, al- 
though 22S were made prisoners. 

Although superior in num<bers, and 
comprising the veiy flower ot the 
British army, yet Frazier's troops 
might liave been defeated but for 
the fact that at the critical moment, 
some of Francis' men, through a 
misunderstanding, fell back in re- 
treat. At the same time Riedese', 
who with his Hessians had been left 
behind the night before, arrived, hla 
musicians playing, and his soldiers 
shouting. This completely demoraliz- 
ed the American forces who knew 
themselves in that moment to be 
Despite the 

execrations ot Wanier, they started 
retreat. There was nothing %eft for 
Warner to do but to give the order 
to march to Manchester. The battle 
lasted a little over two hours but 
I was as fiercely fought as any la the

Picture tlie eettiers fieeing, 
some of them stopped and arrested 
by the British, homes looted, and 
women and children on horseback 
and on foot making their escape aa 
best they could! 

The Captpiln Justus Sherwood, 
mentioned in the history of Castle- 
ton, was in command oE a group ol 
soldiers who looted many Hubbard- 
ton homes at the time ot the battle, 

Rufus Wilraot Griswold, compiler 
of American literature, and editor ot 
Graham's magazine, spent his, boy- 
hood at Hubbardton.

I should start this article with a disclaimer. 1 am a 
former Girl Scout (Troop 1155 in Chicago) and 
proud of it. 1 loved wearing my uniform and spent 
thousands of hours of my childhood knocking on 
doors selling cookies and raising money for charity. 

The Girl Scouts are celebrating their 98th 
anniversary. 

It's always amazing to me the power one person has 
to change the world. 



Compassionate and childless, Juliette Gordon Low 
drew a small group of girls to her Savannah, Georgia, 
home and started the Girl Scouts in 1912, At 51, she 
was a woman of independent means and an independ- 
ent mind. Low's goal was to allow girls to become 
independent thinkers, develop healthy life founda- 
tions, and just have fun. 

Two years earlier in Thetford, Vermont, Dr. Luther 
Guhck and his wife, Charlotte, established the first

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gathering of the Campfire Girls (based on the English 
Boy Scouts) . While the Girl Scouts were focused on 
leadership, community service and art, the Campfire 
Girls were involved in a healthy outdoor lifest>'Ie and 
craftsmanship (Gutlick had a summer camp for girls) . 

Juliette Gordon Low had a clear vision. In 1912, 
she wrote in the first Girl Scout handbook, that a!l 
girls should think about getting an education and also 
that they were "fully capable of making independent, 
good incomes by becoming doctors, accountants, sci- 
entists and aviators." 1912! After establishing the first 
badges, Low kept updating the list, for example adding 
in 1916 an aviation badge and a Morse code badge. 

By 1917, Juliette, the daughter of a Confederate 
Civil War officer, established the first African' 
American Girl Scout troop. She also hired an accom- 
plished black woman, Josephine HoUoway, to be an 
important staff member. 

Back in Vermont, women were hearing about this 
new group and were eager to start their own troops. In 
1919 the first group was established in Wilder, followed 
by Rurland Cit>'. Inn 1919 women still did not have 
the right to vote, but that did not stop these Vermont 
ladies from establishing a program, financial support, 
and affiliation with a new national program. 

One of these Rutland women, Shirley Perkins, had 
a daughter, Janet Perkins Martin, who today is still 
affiliated with the Girl Scouts. Both Mrs. Perkins, and 
her close friend, Martha "Pat" Curtis Tucker, have 
been involved with the Girl Scouts for over 79 years. 

Srarting with membersMp through their Sunday 
school class at Grace Congregational Church, these two 
women have worked in every capacity*, including being 
director of Girl Scout summer camps. (In Vermont many 
ot the meetings were held in different Churches. A 
friend of mine told me that in Newport, one had the 
choice of joining the Catholic or Protestant Girl 
Scouts.) However, it's very clear in reading the hand- 
books, organized religion was never and is still not 
intended to be a tenet of the Girl Scouts. 

Martin said that in Rutland, in the late 1930s, 
some girls who wanted to become Scouts were told by 
the Catholic priest that it was forbidden. They joined 
anyway. 

In the early 1930s Vermont girls were earning 
badges in laundering, hospitaIit>', and needlework. By 
the late '30s, that was rapidly changing to scholarship, 
photography and camping. 

Not all girls could afford to join, the Scours. Shirley 
Perkins started scouring secondhand stores and asking 
for donations of old uniforms for girls who had no 



money. Uniforms came from as far as Florida. 

Summer Scouting camps starred here in Vermont, 
as well as New Hampshire. Women who had never 
worked before discovered they were ver\' capable lead- 
ers , counselors and teachers. Even some husbands 
were pulled in Qohn Martin, Janet's husband, for 
example) to fill in as cooks and handymen and thus 
became "Honorary' Girl Scours," 

Three years ago there was a summer jamboree for 
Vermont Girl Scouts at Shelbume Farms, and 5,000 
girls and women showed up. 

Today, the Girl Scouts are fully focused on prepar- 
ing girls to become leaders and citizens with the skills 
to have successful lives. Over 13,000 .girls belong to 
the Vermont-New Hampshire Council; 4,750 adults, 
work as volunteer leaders and mentors. Summer camps 
continue to present outdoor fun activities, but time is 
also spent on computer skills, math, and science. 
Multi- cultural experiences, world awareness and com- 
passion are emphasized. 

Juliette Gordon Low would be very comfortable in 
today's world. When I was in Savannah, I visited her 
house and much to my surprise, cried as I went from 
room to room. She really has impacted a lot of lives. 

When Mrs. Low died at a relatively early age from 
cancer, she left quire a legacy. Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr. said in 1956, that the Girl Scouts were a strong 
force for desegregation (they ended all troop segrega- 
tion in the early 1950's.) Today the Scouts allow any 
spiritual belief or private omission to be included in the 
Girl Scout pledge. 

As for me, the happy scout, I had my first story 
published in the Girl Scout magazine when I was eight. 
I loved the wotk and thought that went into winning 
badges. I loved having a place to go to work on arr 
projects, I loved the accomplishment of raising money 
for charit)'. 

Juliette Gordon Low was buried in her Girl Scout 
uniform.

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A Look Back ... 

Center Rutland's Original Po$t Office

With the relocation of the Center Rutland Post Office to West Rutland, I was 
curious about how the mail might have been delivered in years past and also 
whether Rutland Town ever had its own post office. 1 turned to a 1 991 book pub- 
lished by the Historical Society of Rutland Town, a book entitled Rutland Town, 
A Collection of Stories Spanning over 200 Years of Town History. I also spoke to 
town resident Mr. Lloyd Davis by phone and he helped with some of the informa- 
tion. Following is what I have found out according to the roster given to me by 
Brian Derr, the Postmaster in Center Rutland; 

The "Centre" Rutland Post Office was established in 1850 with the first Post- 
master being John Proctor. In 1 892 the name was changed to Center Rutland. In 
1920, Mollis Loveland bought a store that was located on Evergreen Avenue in 
Rutland City and had this building moved by horse and bobsleds to the comer of 
Route 4 and Depot Lane in Center Rutland, which is now home to the Pentecostal 
Church of Rutland County. This buiiding was erected on land that was rented 
from the Vermont Marble Company. Mrs. Louisa Loveland, who was then Assis- 
tant Postmaster with William Byrne, became the Postmaster in 1922, In 1944, 
Mildred Murphy succeeded her, and during her time, she and her husband,

Daniel, purchased the building serving as the Center Rutland 
post office and the land from Vemont Marble Company. 

In 1974 when Richard Flory was postmaster, the post of- 
fice moved to Flory Plaza where it has been for 36 years. On 
April 1 , the post office was relocated to the West Rutland Post 
Office, with the possibility of it coming back to Center Rut- 
land in the future. I recently visited the Center Rutland Post 
Office and talked to Brian Derr, the Postmaster since 1989. 
As I realized that Rutland Town does not have a post office, 
but Center Rutland does, I was a little confused. Brian told me 
that Center Rutland is a village of Rutland Town, which made 
me wonder where the people of the town might have gotten 
their mail in days long ago. We surmised that the post office 
in Rutland City handled the Town mail as they do today. Mr. 
Lloyd Davis offered a theory about early town mail delivery. 
He told me there may have been unofficial mail stations in the 
town to handle the mail and where people could go to pick it 
up. In 1894 for seven years there was the Glen Post Office 
which was located where Plaza Appliance on Route 7 is now. 
Mr. Davis lived in the area where the new Dollar General 
Store is and remembers when he was young the mail was de- 
livered twice a day. 

Of course, early delivery of mail was done with horse and 
carriage. The first mail route for the Center Rutland Post Of- 
fice was established in 1899 and served 600 people over a 
span of 20 miles. Presently the mail route for Center Rutland 
das 210 delivery points and covers 26 miles. Alden Williams 
was one of the first mail carriers and his annual salary along 
with the other carriers was about $500 a year. No matter the 
weather or conditions the mail always got through. 
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Portraits of a medical oddity discovered

CAVENDISH— tn 1848, Phineas Gage, a resident of 
Cavendish Village near Ludlow, made medical history. With- 
in a few days. Gage went from being a promising railroad 
construction foreman to the focus of attention in the medical 
world. Now, two photographs, dating to the early 1850s, 
have been found; they are the first to show the face of the fa- 
mous Vermonter— America'.^ most tallied about medical 
oddity of the pre-CiVil War era. 

The recently uncovered daguerreotypes show Phineas 
Gage as he looked shortly after the construction accident 
that changed his life until his death in 1860. 

The unique daguerreotypes are the only known surviving 
image of the famous man other than a plaster death mask. 
The first image was uricovered a few years ago by a New Jer- 
sey couple; it was brought to the attention of the Harvard 
University Center for the History of Medicine and Smith- 
sonian Institution only in late 2009. 

As a respected constructed foreman, the 25-year-old Gage 
worked up and down the lines of the Rutland & Burlington 
Railroad — from south of RiJtland and Ludlow, north to Mid- 
dlebury and Burlington, and beyond. Always popular with 
the local girls. Gage cut a handsome profile in the bustling 
village of Cavendish. 

But on Sept. 13, 1848, a freakish event would forever alter 
Phineas Gage — for the worse. 

On that late summer day, Gage's crew was blasting rock 
to make way for a new rail cut. The athletic foreman u.sed a 
harpoon-like iron rod, 43 inches long by 1.25 inches wide, to 
tamp explosive powder into a pre-drilled hole in the rock. 

It's unclear what cau.sed the initial spark that set off a pre- 
mature explosion detonating the powder. The tamping rod, 
propelled at p speed more than 120 miles per hour, rocketed 
out of the hole; it ripped through Gage's skull and brain — 
via the lower left cheek, penetrating the left eye — and then 
exited. 

The iron missile came to rest on the ground a few yards 
away from the dazed man. Remaining conscious. Gage alert- 
ed his crew; several of the men walked alongside the ambu- 
lating foreman to a nearby doctor. 

"Here's business enough for you," Gage matter-of-factly 
fold the village doctor. Business enough for generations of 
medical students to ponder. The examining physician was 
both horrified and astounded — here was a miracle that stag- 



gered the scientific mind; the young man had survived the 
trauma of a missile's high velocity transit through flesh, 
brain, and bone. 

Within a few days, while under the watchful eye of John 
Martyn Harlow, M,D., it was apparent that Gage was not the 
man friends and co-workers knew so well. Instead, his per- 
sonality had changed for the worst. No longer reliable, fo- 
cused, and polite- spoken, the young foreman became listless 
and foulmouthed. He uttered "the grossest profanity", ac- 
cording to Dr, Harlow, 

The R&B Railroad soon dismissed Gage and his wander- 
ing, wicked ways throughout the Americas became the sto- 
ries of legend. To earn a modest income, the unemployable 
Gage worked as a sideshow freak making public appear- 
ances in New England and elsewhere. He died in San Fran- 
cisco in I860 after being taken by a violent series of seizures. 

Gage was the focus of study for many neuroscience re- 
searchers, Thu.s, the New Englander became "the most fa- 
mous patient in the annals of neuroscience,,,," according to 
Steve Twomey, who wrote about Gage in a recent issue of 
Smithsonian Magazine. "His case was the first to suggest a 
link between brain trauma and personality change." After 
his death. Gage's skull and a death mask were donated to 
Harvard where researchers still examine them. 

Jack and Beverly Wilgus, the couple that had acquired the 
first Gage daguerreotype, alerted historians to the strange 
photo which shows a one-eyed man holding an inscribed 
iron rod. At first the Wilgus' thought the man in the photo- 
graph was a,harpoonist, however, after several trained eyes 
examined the image and concluded the mystery man was 
Gage, 

A descendant of Phineas Gage owns the second da- 
guerreotype of the famous medical patient. After the Wilgus' 
announced their discovery in January, the Gage family de- 
scendant decided to go public with the second image.

Tiai's tis way William Littler oE ; 
North. Main street, a cem&tery com- 
missioner, yesterday described con- 
ditions at the West street "burial 
ground, just TV est ot Pine street, 
wiere lie the Ijodies of at least 13 
, ot Rutland's soldier heroes, 

"Wiy — ^suct conditions?" tie com- 
missioner was asked. He replied as 
follows : 

ApproprFation Inadequate, 

"In the first place the appropria- 
tion oif $50, wliicli the city votes to 
take care of th& West street and 
North Main street cemeteries is too 
small to cover the work needed to 
1)B done. 

"Second, there is a vital need for 
an iron fence entirely around the 
cemetery, to cut off intrusion from 
the Pine and State street sides. From 
those two openings into the burial 
ground come ruhTsish dumpers, 
drunkards, children who play hall 
over the graves of soldiers, men, 
who have gone so tare as to cut 
trees on the cemetery land. 

"Thjrd, there is no one, living in 
i the vicinity of tliat cemetery, who 
could repoi't such incidents as the 
dumping of rubbish, the cutting of 
trees or the presence of drunkards. 
Myself and Mrs. Helen Foye, also a 
commisksioner, are the only active 
cemetery eo-mmissioners and we live 
far from the cemetery and are not 
ahle to supervise it. I have worked 
there and the minute I left the plac*. 
I Icnow that someone Tivas undoi-; ^ 
what I liad accomplished. . 



Hay Remains Uncut. | 

"Fourth, the iuability to secure ! 
money last fall at the^time wheri it 
was needed to take care of cutting , 
the hay, which ■was growing over the I 
graves, made it necessary to leave 
the place in a most unsightly condi- 
tion, I petitioned the board of al- 
dermen for |40 to cut down the hay. 
Seven weeks at least passed before 
the appropriation was granted, and 
hy that tim& it was impossible to 
mow the grass." 

Littler stated that until a few 
years ago the appro-priation to take 
care of ttie cemeteries was $100. 
At that time many families were 
glad of this chance to go into the'en- 
closure and cut the hay, take it away 
and use it. Now, wheu no one will 
have anything to do with the hay, 
the appropriation is only $50. 

The commissioner stated that ie 
had never even met Henry A. Cram- 
ton of Summer street, the fJiitd cem- , 
etery commissioner, and that all ot 
the business of the commission had 
been transacted between himself 
and Mrs. Foy6. 

More Money Needed. 

He recommended that the appro- 
priation be increased; that this year 
a fence be built all tie way around 
the cemetery; that a commissioner 
be appointed, who lives on either 
Pine or State street near the plot 
and that the city spend money to 
have the West street tract cleaned 
, up. 

He stated that he had been tak- 
ing care of the North Main street 
cemetery, and that he kept a close 
watch over it to see that no one 
harmed the place. 

To show just hoTV much, some of 
the citizens of Rutland tbiuk of the 
burial grounds, he cited the instance 
I of a mother, who complained to 
Mayor Arthur W, Perkins that some 
of the headsttonea in the cemetery 
should be taken down, as they en- 
dangered her children, while they 
were digging stod in the plot. 
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Commissioners "Will Peti- 
tion Aldermanic Board 
to Protect Plot. 



Plans to present to the board o£ 
aldermen after electioa a petition 
for tlie erection of a suitable fence 
around tbe West street cemetery are 
being made by William Littler of 167 
Nortb Main, street and Mrs. Helen 
Foye of 175 Woodstock avenue, who 
are members of the city board of 
cemetery commissioners. 

Indignation aroused by publication 
oC deplorable conditions at the bur- 
ial ground, in which a number of sol- 
diers and other prominent residents 
of Rutland are buried, has given the 
cemetery commissioners confidence 
that their petition will he well re- 
ceived hy the board. 

A short time ago Littler and Mrs. 
Foye described some of the desecra- 
tions at the cemetery which have 
been going on for several years. Lit- 
tler related how persons Itad gone 
into the encloisuro to cut down trees, 
how neighboring families had emp- 
tied rubbish into the cemetery, how 
children had used the plot for base- 
ball and football grounds an-d how 
many used it for a short-cut in going 
to and from worlt. 

Mrs. Foye went even furtlier than 
that. She stated that on some occa- 
sions the tombstones in the cemetery 
had been used as a card table by 
gamblers, that drunkards frequented 
the place and left many bottles be- 
hind each year, that women had pas- 
tured cows and goats there, that chil- 
dren had pitched tents over the 
graves and that tombstones, fences 
and other cemetery property had . 
heeu destroyed by children. | 
Believe Fence Solution. | 

Both cemetery commiasioners are , 
convinced that a fence built on the 
Pins street and State street sides 
would remedy the situation which 
has caused considerable unfavorable 
comment not only by residents of 
Rutland but also hy persons from 
outside the city. Littler described 
the case of a woman from without 
the state who had relatives buried in 
the cemetery. Upon seeing the con- 
dition of the place, she asserted it 
was "a disgrace to the city of Rut- 
land." 

At the present time there is an 
Iron fence on the West street side of 
the tract. The cemetery coihmis- 
sioners hope to have this extended 
all the way around. "The expense 
for tihe fence may be high, but it 
will do away with the troulile that 
has been experienced there," said 
Mrs. Foye. The cemetery commis- 
sioners have also suggested that a 
commissioner be appointed this year 
who lives near the West street bur- 
ial ground. Commissioner Littler re- 
sides near the North Main street 
cemetery and has taken care of that 
plot for years. 
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Men Use Tomb Stones atj 
West St. Plot as Card- I 
Tables, Woman States. 



"Desecrations that have contin- 
ued at the West Street cemetery 
over a long period of years could be 
prevented by the construction of an 
adequate fence entirely around the 
burial plot," said Mrs. Helen Foye 
of Woodstock avenue, a cemetery 
commissioner, when interviewed at 
her home yesterday. 

"Some of the things that have oc- 
curred at that cemetery have dis- 
graced the city," she declared. 

"When you find grown men play- 
ing poker 'on a tombstone, children 
pitching tents over graves, women 
pasturing cows and goats, and neigh- 
bors dumping rubbish in a cemetery, 
it would seem that it was about time 
to put an end to such conditions," 
said Mrs. Foye. 

"For years and years I have tried 
my best to keep the West Street 
cemetery in good condition. My fath- 
er and mother are hurled in that 
cemetery and for that reason, among 
many others, I have been saddened 
by tbe desecrations there. 

Steal From Soldiers' Graves, , 

"Can you believe that one hour 
after flags and flowers were placed 
by Civil war veterans in the ceme- 
tery in honor of their comrades, 
children have snatched them from 
the graves and carried them to their 
homes nearby. That condition has 
■prevailed here during the past few 
years. We do not dare to place dec- 
orations in the cemetery, because 
they are soon stolen. 

"I have gone to the cemetery time 
after time and asked children to de- 
sist from playing over the graves, 
but all they did was taunt me. Chief 
of Police Roy H. Leonard has always 
been willing to co-operate with me 
but when the police arrived at the 
cemetery, the children had fled. 
Hang-Out for Drunks. 

"Drunkards make the place a hang- 
out. One spring there were about 
six bushel bags of bottles gathered 
up and taken out of the cemetery, 
where some o£ Rutland's most prom- 
inent citizens of by-gone days are 
buried. In that cemetery are buried 
such men as Col. Hooker, Israel 
Smith, who served Vermont as gov- 
ernor, and nearly a dozen soldiers. 



Appropriation Too Small. 

"Each spring, Mr. Littler, who is 
the only other active member of tbe 
board of . cemetery commissioners, 
I and myself, take care of the cleaning 
up of the cemetery. The appropria- 
I tion is pitifully small and is hardly 
adequate to take care of cutting the 
grass in the fall. If mowing the 
grass was the only trouble, things 
would not he so bad, but it is tbe 
rubbish, the trespassers, children, 
who turn the place into a play- 
ground, and the drunkards, that add 
to the troubles. 

"The desecrations at the cemetery 
have not sprung up suddenly within 
recent years. It was nearly 12 years 
ago that I went to the cemetery and 
clia-sed a woman, who was pasturing 
a cow there. A few days later I 
went down and found a woman pas- 
turing a goat there. It wasn't long 
after that, that I found a colt eating 
grass over the graves. 

"There was a little white wooden 
fence around the graven of my rela- 
tives in the cemetery. One day I 
was called to the tract and found 
that children had burned the fence 
down. 

"The third member of the board 
of cemetery commissioners was ap- 
pointed 12 years ago and to my 
knowledge has never done a thing 
about improving conditions at any of 
the cemeteries under our care. 
Receives Many Complaints. 
"Many people have come to me and 
complained about the condltionc at 
the cemetery- The work of Mr. 
Littler and myself has been hopeless, 
because of Inadecjuate fencing. Quite 
a few years ago, we erected a barbed 
wire fence on the State street side 
to stop trespassers from entering at 
that point. The morning after the 
fence was built, we found one section 
I of it cut completely to pieces. 
' "If the city would immediately 
' construct an iron fence, euch as is 
built in front of the plot, on the 
Pine street and State street sides, I 
am sure that all trouble would be 
ended. The cost, in the eyes of the 
'■ city government, might be consider- 
able, but it wouM be the last as far 
: as the West street cemetery is con- 
, cerned. It would he a' great' invest- 
i mept for the future. I sincerely hope 
that It will be dotie. Then the gamb- 
ling and drinking in the place of 
the dead will be ended." 

Lav/ Provides For Fine. 
The state law provides that when 
selectmen of a village hegtect to keep 
In repair the fence around a public 
burial ground the town may be in- 
dicted for such neglect by the grand 
jury o£ the county antd lined not more 
than $100 or less than 550. The fine 
shall be used to take care of such 
repairs. Just what the status of a 
public cemetery without a fence on 
two sides would he. Is soinething 
that Mrs. Foye would like to have 
cleared up. 
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Eutland Camp Names Com- 
mittee to Confer With 
City's Commissioners. 



Araused by tlie revelaUon ol d-ese- 
ci-ations at tlie West street ceme- 
tery-, Rutland camp, Sons of Union 
Veterans ot the Civil war, liaa ap- 
pointed a cnmmittee ot tliree to 
work with the Rutland cemetery 
commissioners in a movement to 
have a fence erected around the 

burial grounti. 

Israel F. Lassor of 13S Baxter 
street, Charles G. Daniels of IG Tre- 
mont street and Joseph E. Dumas 
of 23 Elm street, who were appoint- 
ed by the society already have dis- 
cussed plans with William Littler of 
North Main street and Mrs. Helen 
Foye ot Woodstock avenue, the ac- 
tive memhers of the board ot ceme- 
tery commissioners. 

Proposition of S. of V. 

"If the city will build a fence 
around the cemetery, to prevent 
iurtber desecrations, the Sons ot 
Veterans plan to make improve- 
ments there that will prevent those 
in the city and outside the city 
from pointing to the place as a dis- 
grace to Rutland," said Mr. Daniels 
last night. 

■ He stated that if the tence is 
built the Sons of Union Veterans, as- 
sisted hy the Boy Scouts, who have 
alv/ays helped with such work, will 
aid with the cemetery eamraissioners 
in cleaniivs up the place. The graves 
of a number cf Civil war veterans, 
who are buried in the plot, will be rid 
of weed grov.-th and the markers, 
which have fallen down, reset. It 
the grave markers are Lieyond re- 
pair, the Sons of Veterans will se- 
cure through the co-operation ot the 
government, new ones to take their 
piacss. In past years all v/ork ct 
decorating the soldiers' graves in 
the cemetery has gone tor naught, 
due to the fact that children and 
trespass Ers destroyed the improve- 
ments as scon as they v/ere made. 
To Petition Aldermen. 
A psiition from Mrts. Foye and 
Mr, Littler asSiing tor a fence 
around the cemetery, will be sent 
In to the first meeting of the board 
of aldermen in April. At the same 
mosting It Is expected that the Sons 
o£ Union Veterans will petition the 
board to build the fenca. 
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Aldermanic Group Soon to 
Make Plans for Burial 
Plot Improvements. 



Announoement that the parks and 
playgrounds committee ot the board 
of aldermen, of which he is chair- 
man, would start work immediately 
on a consideration of plans for a 
fence around the West street ceme- 
tery, was made last night by Alder- 
man, Charles T. Quigiey of Center 
street. 

"Just what will be done at the 
cemetery, I am not able to state as 
yet," he said. "The chances are, 
however, that a fence will be con- 
structed on the east side ot the 
burial plot soon. I also am in favor 
•of fixing the underpart of the fence 
on tha south side of the cemetery, so 
that no one will be able to crawl un- 
der it, as is now being done. I also 
approve the plan to close the en- 
trance on the south-east corner to 
prevent trespassing. The fence on 
the south side will probably be 
painted." 

Trees Are Dying. 

Alderman Quigiey stated that he 
would urge cutting down some trees 
on the west side of the cemetery, 
which are on the line near the Kins- 
man & Kills marble works. He stat- 
ed that these trees are dying and 
are ot no ornamental value. 

Asked whether he favored the im- 
mediate construction of a fence on 
the State street side, a proposal 
which has also been made by the 
cemetery commissioners, Alderman 
Quigiey said: "That has not been 
considered as yet and whether we 
will be able, to do it this year is s 
matter of conjecture." 

As the result of repeated desecra- 
tions at the cemetery over a long 
period of years, William Littler and 
Mrs. Helen Foye, memhers of the I 
board of cemetery commissioners, : 
and a committee from the Sons of . 
Veterans petitioned the board of 
aldermen Monday night to construct 
a fence entirely around the ceme- 
tery. 

The parks and playgrounds com- 
mittee will report on their findings 
at the April £0 meeting of the board 
of aldermen.

"As the budget provides no monev 
for this expense, -we recommend suf- 
ficient economy in other departments 
to do this work at once, witb tbe 
hope tbat tbe nortb side fence may 
be erected in 1932, if necessary." 
Tbe report was signed hy Alderman 
Charles T. Quigley, Horace A. Col- 
burn and Richard B. Spaulding. . 
Band Concerts Discussed. 

After weeks d investigation, tJie 
park and playgrounds committee sub- 
mitted a lengthy report to regulate 
the band concerts here — and then 
found that tbeir work was out of 
order. President Esme A. C. Smith, 
after the report of the committee had 
been accepted and adopted, stated 
that all that the committee bad 
power to do was select tbe band for 
the concert — not recommend the sum 
to bo paid or say how or whan the 
concerts are to he played. 



In Hands of Mayor. j 

When the board was making appro- 
priations for tbe year in January, 
a sum egual to one-half cent on tbe 
dollar of the grand list was appro- 
priated for tbe band— with tbe mayor 
having power to regulate the con- 
certs. 

The park and playgrounds commit- 
tee, unaware of this, submitted its 
recommendations in a report, that 
was accepted before City Clerk 
Harry B. Whit tier informed the 
president of tbe previous action. 

It was revealed that the report 
was out of order, after Attorney 
George M, Goddard, manager of the 
Rutland city band, had stated that 
under the terms in the recommenda- 
tions of the committee, the band 
could not sign a contract for con- 
certs 

Committee Recommendations. 

'Dhe committee had recommended 
that tte concerts BhO'uld not start 
until June 14 and that they be given 
Thursday and Sunday evening there- 
after until and including August 23 ; 
that no concerts begin while rain 
ia lallicg and that concerts be halted 
if rain should start, even though the 
weather was fair at the opening. 
There were m-any other recommen- 
dations, in regard to atf.eiidance of 
iband memlhevs, the a'Tangements 
for completion of postponed concerts 
and the use o.f the services of tbe 

, hand for eipecial ceiebrations. 

I Ais tbe matter now stands tbe 
hand will function on the same basis 
it has in previous years. 

The board refused to approve a 
recommendation of the fire commit- 
tee, ttiaX in the future all fire equip- 
ment be Uised for fighting fires only. 
The recommendation was introduced 
to prevent further use of the city 
apparatus in pumping out cellars af- 
ter fires. Aiaenman Walter F. Bur- 
hank led tbe attack against the 
recommendation stating tbat it left 
no loopholeis for e^mergencies. 

I After the lengthy proposed plumb- 1 

ing ordinance had beca read by City 
Clerk Whittier, it was voted to have 
it laid on tbe table until the next 
meeting. Some of the aldermen q.ues- 
tioned the advisability of the ordin- 
ance. 

James E, Creed and Eurt H. Stick- 
: ney, Spanish American War veter- 
ans, e-xplanied the hardships en- 
countered each year in decorating 
the graves of their deed comrades 
in Rutland and vicinity and the 
board voted to recotmmend that the 
finance committee make an appro- 
priation to take care of the work. 
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Legislature of 1910 Named Commission to Consider 
Advisability of Establishing Graves Elsewhere 
and Leveling Grounds; Project Never Came 
to Head; Plot Is Still Neglected. 



The West street cemetery, one of Rutland's earliest burial grounds, 
■which has been much in the limelight for many years because of its ne- 
glect and conseq.ueDt unkempt condition, was the subject o£ legislation in 
1910, designed to tiring about the removal of the hodies to some other suit- 
able tract, but after two decades nothing has been accomplished toward 
this end and matters at the century and a quarter-old cemetery have 
grown steadily worse. 

By Act 397 of the Vermont laws of^ 
1910 a temp-orary commission com- 



prising Henry 0. Carpenter, then 
maYor ol Rutland, Henry A. Bar- 
man, since deceased, Dr. Clarence 
P, Ball, then city health officer, aM 
Egbert C. Tuttle, d&ceased, was ap- 
pointed to look into the feasibility 
of removing bodies from the West 
street plot to some other suitable 
location. 

In April, 1911 the commission or- 
ganized by electing Mayor Carpen- 
ter as chairman and Dr. Ball as 
secretary. The names of the late Dr. 
Charles S. Carerly, then president 
of the state hoard c^f health, and 
Newman K. ChaKee were added. 

The commission was authorized to 
receiTs gifts or donations or any 
appropriation that the city might 
make to coyer expenses which it 
might incur and to provide for a 
new burial ground should it he deem- 
ed advisable to secure one. 

Notice to Families. 

Ths etatute provided that families 
having relatives buried in the West 
street tract should be notified, if the 
commission deemed it advisable to 
move bodies, and that if the lot 
holders did not take steps to move 
bodies after a reasonable time, the 
commission might do so, also mov- 
ing markers. In this case the com- 
mission was to recompense the fam- 
ilies concerned with a lot in some 
other cemetery of equal value to the 
one confiscated. 

The framers of Act 397 took con- 
sideration oi sentiment that might 
be attached to the ancient grounds, 
however, for they provided that 
where grav&s had been established 
at least 15 years, they might he left 
undisturhed, if the families eo indi- 
cated. There also was provision that 
the grave ot Israel Smith, former 
governor and former chief justice, 
be left undisturbed if the commis- 
sion saw fit, provided it he kept 
free from desecration. 



Playground Suggested. 

There was a provision in the law 
that after the bodies were removed 
the ground be made level and the 
enclosure used for a playground or 
some other public purpose. 

The commission carried on an ex- 
tensive correspondence but because 
of the long lapse of time since a 
^ majority of the burials had heen 
I made and the scant records at hand 
, It was diSicult to get in touch with 
1 descendants- of persons buried at 
'West street and the plan of estab- 
lishing a new cemetery to provide 
for the removals was abandoned as 
unfeasible. 

The co^mmission never received 
any gifts of money. Act 397 pro- 
vides that it &ha.ll hold office until 
dismissed by legislation. 
• Used By Grand Army, 

There have been several sporadic 
I attempts to improve the appearance 
I of the ancient cemetery during the 
, last quarter of a century. Pew huri- 
' a Is have been made there since Rut- 
land became a city in 1892 but it 
' has been a gathering place on each 
Memorial Day for the purpose of 
carrying out the ritual of the Grand 
Army of the Republiq. At long in- 
tervals letters have been addressed 
to the press and complaints have 
been made to the board of aldermen 
as to the disreputable appearance of 
the enclosure. Little has been done 
except that successive boards of 
cemetery commissioners, apirainted 
by the mayor, have cut the grass 
once or twice a season, using a por- 
, tion of the small sum apportioned 
by the city for the care of ceme- 
teries. 

The result is that conditions have 
become steadily worse. Heavily 
weeded groTvths have obliterated 
■the mounds of some of the dis- 
tinguished earlier eitizens — men 
Who fought in the Revolution anfi In 
the Civil war — industry lias been 
permitted to encroach on the sacred 
ground of the dead, markers have 
Ijecome broken and the fragments 
Btreswn about and the cemetery has 
become a lounging piace for loafers. 

A year or two ago tiie city on 
vote of the aldermen erected a sub- 
Btantiar metal fence on. the south 
and west sides of the enclosure, but 
the east and north sides are unpro- 
tected and there Is nothing to pre- 
vent the public and stray animals 
irom wan-dering in. 



Fencing Is Ordered, 

During thf? past s-pring agitation 
to improve conditions at the ceme- 
tery again arose. The p-resent board 
of cemetery commisioners, which 
comprises' William Littler, Mrs. 
Helen Foye and Henry A. Cram ton, 
and menxbers of Rutland camp, Sons | 
of Union Veterans of the Civil War, 1 
petitioned the board of aldermen to ; 
erect a suitable fence on the twof ' 
sides of tlie cemetery which are un- 
enclosed. 

On recommendation of a special 
aldermanic committee, consisting of 
Charles T. Qulgley, Horace A, Col- 
burn and Richard B. Spaulding, the 
aldermen voted on May 18 to take 
steps at once to start work on the 
fencing with the idea of completing 
the task in 1932. Provision was also 
made to paint the fence on the south 
side, which faces West street. The 
painting has heen done. 

The erection of the new fence has 
not yet been b^un, neither has the ■ 
grass been cut in the cemetery and 
some of it is 3S high as the piles 
of broken grave stones, many ot 
which are far removed from the - 
spot where they were set up. 

In only a few instances have 
graves or lots been cared for by j 
descendants of the persons buried, 
for. many years, at least. 

The Vermont laws are specific to 
the duty of keeping up cemeteries. 
They provide that the selectmen or 
board of cemetery commissioners 
shall see that this is done ; also 
that all funds received from sale of 
cemetery lots shall be kept separate 
from other town money and the in- 
come used for upkeep of such lots. 
Laws Governing Cemeteries, 

Section 4S59, under Title 23, Chap- 
ter 196 of the General Laws of Ver- 
mont reads: 

"When lots or walks In a puihlic 
■ burial ground become from neglect 
disfigured with-we^ds or by an un- 
checked growth of grass, or unsight- 
ly from any o tiler cause, or when 
headstones or monuments have be- 
come displaced, and there is no per- 
son residing in the town or vicinity 
whose duty it is to care for such 
lots or walks, who is oi sufficient 
means so to do, the selectmen or 
board ot cemetery commissioners 
shall, on written request of three 
taxpayers of such town, and within 
10 days from the time of such re- 
quest, canse such lots and walks to 
be cleared ot weeds and grass, the 
headstones or monuments to be re- 
placed or other disfigurements re- 
moved, and may draw ordere on the 
town ' treasury for the expense in- 
curred. The amount drawn from the 
treasury of a town for such purpose 
ta any year shall not exceed ?56." 
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Sections 4671 and 4673 cOTsring | 
the use of moiit^y received fram I 
sale of lots, are woi'ded as follows: 

"Section 4671. Tlie proceeds of 
such sale of lots sliall be paid, into 
the town treasury, and 'k&pt separate 
from other funds of the town, and 
subject to the order of said hoard, 
and, ■with the income thereof, shall 
he devoted tb keeping in order, im- 
proving and emh&llishirg such burial 
groun-ds, under the direction of said 
board. Said board may, it the town 
so votes, sell lots upon condition 
tbat the proceeds therefrom shall te 
paid over to the trustees of public 
money in trust, and the in-come 
thereof be expended hy said board in 
caring for such lots and the struc- 
tures thereon, and said board shall 
fix the prices for such lots and make , 
regulations in respect to the sals 
and care thereof. 

"Section 4673. Said boar^ shall, at 
each annual town meeting, maka a 
written " report of its doings and of 
the conditions of the burial grounds 
placed in Its charge, and an account 
of its receipts and expen-rlltures, and 
the funds subject to its order." 

Other sections of the General 
Laws pertinent to the case are as 
follows : 

"Section 4SG6. In cases where it is 
impracticable to preserve a burial 
ground in proper condition, and the 
removal of the remains of the dead 
therein as required by a proper re- 
spect to the memory of the deceased, 
the selectmen or board of cemetery 
commissioners may, in their discre- 
tion, cause such remains to be re- 
moved an-d interred In a more euit- 
a,bl6 burial ground. 
■ "Seection 4G70. Said board, by one 
of the commissioners appointed by 
it for that purpose, may grant and 
convey, for and in the name of the 
town, by deed, which shall be record- 
ed in the town clerk's office in the 
town in which the burial grounds 
belong, lota in such burial grounds 
to be used for the burial of the dead 
an-d on which to erect tombs, ceno- 
taphs and other monuments, and the 
lots shall be exempt from taxation." 
Founded About 1610, 

The land comprising the West 
street cemetery was originally own- 
ed by William Jenkins. It came into 
the possession of the town of Rut- 
land about 1810, either from Jenkins 
or one of bis heirs. There is no 
deed on record showing the trans- 
fer. This cemetery is not the old- 
est of the burial tracts established 
in the town of Rutland, one at Cen- 
ter Rutland and one on North Main 
street ' ante-dating it by some 10 
years. 

There are no records of early sale 
of lots in the West street cemetery, 
old residents explain this by the 
fact that it was not g&neral custom 
[or towns to sell lots to families. 
The towns secured the burial tracts, 
frequently by gift, and when a death 
occurred in a family, a lot was as- 
signed, the families keeping such 
lota In order as a matter of pride 
and sentiment. 



Enlarged in 1859. 

An addition to the West street 
cemettry, privately developed, w^as 
made in 185D. The late John "W. 
-Cramton of Rutland obtained a tract 
of land adjoining it and cut this 
up into lots. There is a record of 
this "Cramton addition" on file at 
the office of the city clerk. Among 
t-he names of old Rutland families 
e-ntered in the plan as lot owners 
are Samuel Merriam, Amos W^eeks, 
Elizabeth Huntoon, George White, 
J. Capron, Mrs. J. R. Bates, John 
Cain, George N. Fish, Erostus Kel- 
-ley and A. N. Wolcott. 

There is no record of any fund 
ever being set aside for the care 
of West street cemetery specifically, 
in recent times, at least. The city 
has never had anything to do with 
the sale of cemetery lots. 

Many Early Burials. 
The greater number of burials in 
the West street plot were made dur- 
ing the early part of the last cen- 
tury. There are many in the thirties, 
forties, and fifties. After the Civil I 
war . they became fewer and since 
the mid-seventies there has been' 
only an occasional one. ' 

Evergreen cemetery at Center 
Rutland was estaiblished in 1860 and 
thereafter nearly all Protestant 
families living in this vicinity buried 
their dead in this more modern 
! graveyard. 

There are 12 Revolutionary war 
soldiers buried in the West street 
cemetery. They are: Capt. Jesse 
Hay den, Capt. David Tuttle, Capt. 
William Jenkins, Daniel F-ord, Jo- 
seph Barney, Nathaniel Beaman, 
David Pater-son, William Perry, Is- 
rael Smith, William Storer, Daniel 
Gleason and Moses Fay. 

The city records contain the names 
of two soldiers of the Civil war who 
are buried in the West street tract, 
Robert Elliott and Thurston Elliott. 



Rutl.anc' Daily Herald 
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Neglected Plot Long Bone 
of Contention Between 
Commissions and Al- 
dermanic Boards. 



Tlie neglected condition of the 
West street cemetery, city records 
show, lias been a, bone of contentioi 
between various boards of cemetery 
commissioners and boards o£ alder- 
men almost since Rutland was in- 
corporated a city in 1S93. 

Cemetery commissioners, in re- 
ports tbroughout the years from 
189i until 190S, complained ratber 
bitterly of the fact that horses and 
cows were allowed to roam in the 
plot, tbat weeds and high grasi 
grew rampant and tbat paths were 
v/om down over tb.e graves of the 
dead. 

The commissioners recommended 
tbat the city appropriate money 
nearly every year for the upkeep of 
the old cemeteries in the city and 
tliat a substantial fence be erected 
' around tbe west street , burying 
j ground "made witb closed gates to 
ke^p out the constant travel from 
one street to another wbicb now 
goes on." Tbis last was vrritten In 
1904. Tbe paths through the lot are 
still in existence and still in use. 

First Complaint In 1394, 
' The first complaint in the city 
records about this cemetery, wbicU 
is one of Rutland's oldest, was mada 
in 1S94 by the commission made up 
ot B. "W. Marshall, M. Quinn anj 
G. P. North. The report follows: 

"The attention of tbis commission 
is called to the three small ceme- 
teries within the city limits (includ- 
ing' the West street cemetery) 
which, neglected in many ways, are 
an offense to the enterprise and pub- 
lic spirit ot the inhabitants of any 
well-ordered city. •• 

"IE a suitable lot adjacent to Ever- 
green cemetery could b« obtaineU 
for the remains of thos-e now i:i 
these small cemeteries, it would be 
8- muoh more appropriate place, and 
if the city acquires title to thess bur- 
ial places when they are not in use 
for tbis specific purpose, there 
would he no expense incurred, as 
tbe value ot the property thus ac- 
guired would exceed tbe cosits of all 
removals." 

In regard to West street ceme- 
tery, the commissioners of 1S90, 
William A. Patrick, James P. Saw- 
yer and Don A. Wilkinson, reported 
the expenditure of 5124.70 for "bnild- 
ing 31% rods of new picket fence, 
wired top and bottom, cutting and 
trimming tiees and general cleaning 
up." 

la 1900, the same commissioners 
paid out ?S9.07 for psint and lator 
on the fence. In that year, the 
grounds were rejortfed "in fair con- 
dition." 



Markers Straightened In 1901, 

Patrick ar.d Wilkinson, who were 
still commissioners, in 1901, said in 
their report of that year: "Your ceme- 
tery commissioners have had all the 
grave stones righted up and many 
reset in tbeir sockets and the ground 
leveled off to some extent in the 
West street cemetery. 

In 1902, Patrick reported: 

"Your cemetery commissioners 
have no report to make, as there was- 
no appropriation made during the 
past year. We think it a great mis- 
take not to appropriate something 
every year rather than have the 
cemetery look neglected. 

Wilkinson and C. A. Parkhurst, In 
1903, wrote: 

"Your board ol cemetery commis- 
sioners beg leave to report that the 
West street and North Main street 
cemeteries have been kept in proper 
condition during the past year. The 
grass was cut, many of the stones 
were cleaned and neces_5ary repairs 
of the fences were made. The total 
expense was $17.73, which includes 
some tools which we have on hand." 
Fence Recommended. 

Wilkinson, Parkhurst and A. H. 
Everson commissioners in 1904, re- 
ported; ' 

"The board of cemetery commis- 
sioners beg leave to report that the 
West street and North Main street 
cemeteries have been kept cleaned 
up and grass cut during the past 
year at a total expense to the city 
o£ 15. 

"The fence in front of the West I 
street cemetery is badly decayed and j 
a new one will be needed by next ' 
year. Your commissioners suggest 
when it is built it be made with clos- 
ed gates to keep out the constant 
travel from one street to another 
which now goes on." 

In 1905, Parkhurst, EJverson and 
Charles W. Ward wrote into their 
report: "ThSkfence around the West 
street cemetery will have to be re- 
paired in the spring and we recom- 
mend an iron fence on the street 
side. 

Although the first request for a 
fence around the plot was made in 
1904, the appropriation for this work 
was still lacking in 1906, when Park- 
burst, Everson and Ward wrote as 
follows ; t 

"Your cemetery commissioners beg 
leave to report that the West street 
and North Main street cemeteries 
have been very unsatisfactorily car- 
ed for during thH> past two years 
without any appropriation from tbe 
city. t 



Relatives Complain. 

"During tbe past year many com- 
plaints have come to tbe commis- 
sioners from the public in general, 
as well as from people who have 
relatives buried in tbe W^est street 
cemetery, on account of cows and 
horses roaming around over the 
graves. Such a condition of neglect 
o£ a public burial ground should not 
be permitted. 

"We hope tbat an appropriation 
will be granted dujing tbe present 
year as will enable this commission 
to cut tbe buabes and grass in both 
old cemeteries and Tmild an iron 
fence along the street line at least 
of the West street cemetery. 

At the end of 1907, tbe fence pro- 
ject still held the limelight in the re- 
port of the commissioners but the 
city fathers had evidently, for tbe 
fourth time, turned a deat ear to the 
pleadings for an appropriation to 
cover the cost. 

In tbe report of 1907, the same 
board as in the two years previous 
reported that |50 was allotted for 
cemeteries during tbe year which 
allowed the upkeep of both cemeter- 
ies (West street and North Main 
street) but did not permit the build- 
ing of a fence in front of the West 
EFtre^t site, Th-O' board afaia asked 

that the city make tbis appropria- 
tion. 

Rubbish Carted Away. 

In 1908, Commissioners Parkhurst, 
Everson and Fred C. Ives wrote as 
follows: 

"We report that we have had the 
grass cut in the North Main street 
and West street cemeteries and have 
had four two-horse loads of rubbish 
removed from the West street 
grounds at a cost o£ I11.3S." 

No report by the cemetery com- 
missioners since the year 190S ap- 
pears' in the city records. 

In 1904, the first demand for a 
"substantial" fence around tbe 
West street site was urged. 

In 1931, 27 years later, half of this 
project has been completed. 

A substantial fence has been 
erected on the south and west sides 
o£ the lot while the north and east 
sides are still unprotected. 

The matter of tbe erection, ot the 
remainder of the fence was nnder 
consideration by the board of alder- 
men a few weeks ago and was final- 
ly turned over to the commissioner 
of public works witb power to act. , 
Fence Would Cost $500. 

However, no appropriation was 
made for this construction, which is 
expected to cost about S500. The al- 
dermen recommended that the com- 
missioner of public works exercise 
economy in some other department 
in order to cover this expenditure. 

In the past few weeks, workmen 
of tlie depar.tment of public works 
have cut- tbe weeds and grass in the 
cemetery, seeded down the front of 
tbe lot and painted the fence. 
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House to Be Moved 
From Madison St. 
To Jackson Ave. 

The task of moving a full-size 
house and annex through tlie streets 
In the center of the city will be 
started Monday morning when a 
lesidence now standing at 10 Madi- 
son street starts its journey ito a 
new location at 35 Jackson avenue. 

John Burton was given permis- 
sion by the boar^ of aldermen at its 
last meeting to move the house 
which is 24 feet wide, 34 feet long 
and 24 feet high. The house will be 
hauled by a. truck through MadisOE 
and South Main streets and along 
Jackson avenue. 

Burton stated yesterday that the 
TCOving operations which are expect- 
ed to require four days will not seri- 
ously block traffic except when the 
turns are made on and off Main 
street. Only one electric wire vill 
have to be cut along the entire 
route, others can be lifted to a suf- 
ficient height to allow the house to 
pass underneath. Aibout two days 
win be required to, move the annex 
which Is IS feet wide, 20 leet long 
and 20 feet high. 

The house was removed from a 
lot which was purchased by Albert 
W. Edson of 8 Madison street for 
the purpose of extending the lawn 
about his home, A garage which 
was. also on the property was moved 
next door to the property of James 
J. Hanrahan, 12 Madison street. A. 
Xe'wman ^jurchased the house which 
is to be moved next week. Burton 
was required by the city to furnish 
?1000 bond to cover any damages 
caused by the moving process. 

I. F. Lassor has been granted per- 
mission by the board of aldennen to 
move a building from the Delaware 

Hudson yards to 138 Baxter street 
to be used for a garage and store- 
house. This building will be moved 
in sections by motor' truck.

Local Marble Plant Quarrying Stone 
For Addition to U. S. Senate Office 

Although the depression has greatly reduced activity in practically 
all lines of business, the Green Mountain Marble company of Clarendon 
Springs is working its guarry to full capacity on an order for 40,000 
cubic feet of marble for the United States Senate office building at 
Washington. 

There are about 150 men employed at the task of getting out this 
large order. 

Edwin W. Lawrence of this city, an official of the company, who 
confirmed yesterday the report that the company has secured the con- 
tract, stated that the order will hot be completely filled until November 
1. While there are not as many men at work at the mill now as during 
the usual monumental season, the number of employes indicates that, 
at the present at least, the company is not badly affected by the depres- 
sion, it was pointed out. 

The marble, which is of the Clarendon white variety, will be used 
in building an addition to the Senate office building, Mr. Lawrence 
stated. The 40,000 cubic feet of stone will require about 120 raOroad 
flat ca;rs for transportation to tlje national capital. 

Only the quarrying and sawing is being done at the Green Moun- 
tain Marble company's quarry and mills. The finishing will be done 
elsewhere. Some of the marble on this order has already been shipped 
to the finishing plant.
